‘THE REVOLT IN SHENSI 


‘The Chinese Government has taken 
prompt action to deat with the unex- 
pected situation caused by the out- 
break of mutiny, headed, apparently 
by General “Chang Hsuch-liang, 
formerly known as the “Young Mar- 
shal.” ‘The seriousness of the rebel- 
ion’ is Indicated by the fact that 
General Chiang Kai-shek is actually: 
4m the rebels’ power. It now appears 
that General” Chang  Hsueh-liang's 
troops made thelr demonstration near 
Ling-tung where General Chiang 
Kai-shek was staying and compelled 
the Generalissimo to proceed. with 
them (o Sian, the headquarters of the 
Shensi xovernment, where he is now 
detained with other high officials, 
including ‘General Chiang ‘Tso-pin. 
lately Ambassador at Tokyo, General 
Chiang Ting-wen, Pacifteation Com- 
missioner for Fukien and General 
Chen Chi-chen, Pacifleation Commis- 
sioner for the borders of Honan, 
Hupeh and Shensi. It is also feared 
that General Chen Cheng. the Vice- 
‘Minister of War, is among the rebels’ 
prisoners. Although General Chang 
‘Hsueb-liang’s troops" nominally 
amount to between 20,000 and 30,000, 
they are seattered over a wide area 
fand it, is estimated that his act 
foreo does not amount to more thats 
3,000—at present. The Government 
has, therefore, every incentive to act 
promptly for if it con nip the revolt 
fn the bud, it may prevent the situa- 
tion from" becoming formidable. Tt 
is bad enough since the mutineers 
are sald to have hoisted the Red Flag 
in conformity. with their demand 
that General Chiang Kai-shek should 
co-operate with the Communist forces 
whose suppression. their leader and 
they were charged Yo compass. The 
Government has induced Dr. i. H. 
Kung, in’ spite of his indifferent 
health, to step into the breach and 
get a5 President of the Executive 
‘Yuan.

It is greatly to bs 
regretted that, at a time when the 
Central Goverament had succeeded in 
establishing solidarity of action and 
thought by the reunion with the 
Kwang provinees, its serious labours 
toward reaching © settlement wit 
the Japanese should be prejudiced by 
this Impatient demonstration which, 
unless reports sadly err, can hardly 
be “condoned in ‘the ‘interests of 
China, Whether the mutineers' dis 
satisfaction arises from some. local 
grievance or from a conviction that 
the Government's programme of 
fonomie reform i not being, car- 
led gut in Shensi with the expedit 
required, cannot yet be ascertained. 
If other’ than pure perversity is to 
bbe ‘ascribed to thelr action, the ex. 
planation may conceivably be fou 
along those lines, Yet they seem to 
have committed themselves so deeply 
by thelr foreible detention of the 
Generalissimo. that even then the 
position may prove to be exceedingly 
awkward as goon as the Government 
has asserted itself.

ing families. A survey of 2451 
localities revealed that in order to 
make up family needs an average of 
35 percent, of farmers purchased 
grain. ‘The explanation is said to be 
‘due to the small farms in China and 
also to the fact that farmers are 
often compelled to sell. their cxops 
after the harvest to pay off their 
debts and later must buy grain to 
cover their food requirements as 
conditions demand. The latest report 
of the Bureau also reveals more in 
timate details of life in the Chinese 
farming family. Other purchases. in 
average families are tabulatgd, for 








fh mediumesized farm family, ‘as fole 
lows: G8 catties of suxar, 601 eatties 
of salt, 472. catties of oll, 274 
catties ‘of kerosene, 70 boxer of 





matches and 14 pieces of soap, Sugar, 
salt and olf and matehes are primary 
necessities in every family, but the 
Bureau estimates that only 54 per 
cent. of farm families purchase 
kerosene and only 34 per cent, pur- 
chase soap—these commodities "aip- 
parently being replaced with home- 
made produets which fll the bill,

Offer to Go Bail for the 
Generalissimo 


Nanking, Dec. 13. 
Couched in most frank and sincere 
language, Gen. Feng Yu-hsiang, in 
lurgent telegram to Chang Hsueh- 
ng, appealed to him Immediately to 
release Gen, Chiang Kel-shek and | 
to retract from a step which would 
plunge the nation into an irrevocable 
disaster. Gen. Feng intimated that 
all hopes for a reconciliation between 
Chang and the Government are not 
shaltered. “Whatever diMiculties you 
may be confronting, and whatever 
opinions you may hold,” the telegram 
ran, “can be solved by your releasing 
Gen, Chiang, who, as an open and 
franic revolutionary leader, would as- 
suredly Jend mosi favourable views 
to your suggestions.” 

To allay Chang's apprehension for 
possible unpleasant results if he set 
Gen. Chiang free, Gen. Feng said 
he was ready to guarantee Chang's 
safely in any circumstances. He 
went so far af to offer himself as 
a hostage for Gen. Chiang, siating 
that, if Chang but wishes, he would, 
bbe ready to go to Sian with several 
of his friends and stay there as his 
‘guarantee. 

‘The message stated:—"Gen. Chiang 
hhas been greatly exerting himself 10 
strengthen the country, Under his 
leadership, there has been steady. im- 
provement, both politically and in 
military affairs. Not only the nation 
fe now truly united, but also a de- 
Mnitely non-submissive foreign policy 
‘has been adopted. In the recent Sui- 
yurn invasion, the patriotic fervour 
Of the Central Government troops has 
won the admiration and respect of 
the entire people of the nation.”—|

can be jeopardized ayain by the 
sudden action of comparatively un- 
important clements in the admini- 
stration. The spectacle of the head 
of a Government being in danger 
of periodical blackmail at the hands 
of nominal servants of that Govern 
ment Is not conducive to the main- 
tenance of that confidence which 
the administration should expect 
and deserve. 











A FAMOUS SIEGE 
Dec, 10. 

General Fu Tso-yi, who is now’ 
yoverning Suiyuan Province and is 
responsible for the successful 
resistance being put up to the} 
‘Mongolian-Manchoukuoan invaders. 
is a comparatively young man. He, 
had already made his mark in the| 
field, nearly ten years ago, during 
the civil war of 1027. ‘The General 
is 43 years old and was born at. 
Jungho, in Shansi, in 1893. He 
Joined ‘the Tung Meng Hui, the: 
parent organization of tho Kuomin- 
tang, in 1911, and after graduating. 
from the Paoling Military Academy. 
in 1917 he rapidly rose from bat. 
talion commander to the charge of 
a division in the army. ‘He was one 
of General Yen Hsi-shan’s_ most 
trusted commanders. In 1927 he 
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was commander of the 4th Division 
when the late Marshal Chang Tso- 
lin was fighting General Feng Yu- 
hsiang, with General Yen Hsi-shan 
ag his not altogether comfortable 
ally. General Ful Tso-yi was 
‘ordered to Taunch a flank attack on 
Chochow with the object of cutting 
the Peking-Hankow railway and 
exerting pressure on the capital. 
Chochow was captured by General 
Fu Tso-yi,, but the failure of the 
frontal attack of the Shansi troops 
at Shihchiachwang made his posi- 
tion practically untenable. He was 
therefore penned up in Chochow by 
overwhelming forces of Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin's army. He put up 
‘@ brilliant resistance ‘and actually 
held Chochow ‘for three months 
‘with 8,000 troops against besiegers 
estimated to number 50,000, After 
the death of Marshal Chang'Tso-lin, 
in June 1928, and the withdrawal 
of his troops into Manchuria, 
General Fu was made Commander- 
in-Chief of the 5th Army of the 3rd. 
Group Army under General Yen 
Hsi-shan's command and also gar~ 
vison commander of Tientsin. In. 
the Northern rebellion against 
General Chiang Kai-shek, in 1930, 
General Fu was ordered ‘to attack 
‘Shantung, but met with reverses. 
Ke withdrew info Suiyuan and 
endeavoured to preserve the in- 
tegrity of the Shansi forees with 
General Hsu Yung-chang and 
General Shang Cheng. Later his 
troops came under the control of 
Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang. On 
‘the reorganization of his army in 
1931 he became Commander-in- 
Chief of the 35th Army and com- 
‘mander of the 73rd Division as well 
as a member of the North-cast 
Political Council, Since that time 
he has been Chairman of the 
Suiyuan Province. In 1933 he 
became Commander-in-Chief of the 
‘Wh Army to resist the advance of 
Japanese troops in Hwaijow and 
Changping, and he also directed the 
operations” of 1934 against Sun| 
‘Tien-ying in Ninghsia. As Chair~ 
man of Suiyuan Province General 
Fu has dovoted himself to strength- 
‘ening the defences of the frontier: 
‘as well as to the reconstruction of 
the civil administration and 
development of the province. His 
development plans have included 
important schemes for the reclama- 
tion of land in Inner Mongolia. 
Chochow is a walled city in North 
Hopei 42 miles from Peiping. The| 
siege which made General Fu Tso- 
yi's name began on October 12, 1927, 
Jand ended on January 6 with the sur- 
render of the city to the Fengtien 
troops, after General Fu Tso-yi had 
signed a truce with General. Wan 
Fu-lin at the request of the leading 
citizens of Chochow. The success 
‘of General Fu in holding out so) 
Tong was due to the strength of the 
defences constructed under ~his| 
orders, ‘They were described in this 
Journal at the time of the surrender 
in the following terms: 
-..:Most intricate systems of deep 
‘heil-proof tunnels penetrate beneath 
the wall forming the city gates. 
‘These deep tunnels communicated 
with “pill-boxes” 20 yards in front 
Of the main line of defence formed 
by the wall. ‘Then there was a 











counter-mine tunnel to meet every 
mine the Ankunchun bored towards 





the wall. ‘The main defence of the 
city was a'strong line of trenches on 

{op of the wall, The Shansi men 

lived as historic elift dwellers in 

small individual caves like dugouts 
ut into the wall. Each unit was 

‘Sssigned a sector and they fought, 

billeted "themselves andre: 

matned.... 

In spite of heavy artillery fre, 
which was mitigated by the in- 
feriority of some of the ammuni~ 
tion, the defenders managed to 
‘avoid casualties owing to the com-| 
pleteness of the system of defence. 
‘The cessation of artillery fire in- 
dicated the impending * advances| 
of the besiegers; the defenders! 
quickly took up their positions and’ 
directed a withering fire on the 
‘advancing troops. Such of the 
besiogers as reached the wall were 
driven off by hand-grenades and 
field guns were fired from the 
security of trap ports, according to’ 
‘an oyewitness on the spot. Never- 
theless, the bombardment did heavy 
damage in the town itself. ‘Three 
hundred civilians were killed and 
the main streets and buildings were 
wrecked as if by an earthquake. 
‘The strength of the defences 
Justified the belief that General Fu 
‘Tso-yi might have held out for an 
even longer time than he did, since 
the attackers were in those days 
without any powers of serial 
observation, but the failure to 
detect the ‘launching of a night 
attack proved the turning point in 
the operations. ‘This night attack 
gave the besiegers such an 
‘advantage that the surrender was! 
Inevitable. 

Although the defences were so 
strong, the failure of the Fengtien 
army ‘to take Chochow by storm 
‘was considered in Peking at tho 
time to be highly disereditable and | 
‘consequently many legends were 
current to justify that discomfiture, 
Chochow was the home of two of. 
China's national heroes, Liu Pei and 
Chang Fei, of the period of the 
‘Phrce Kingdoms, and it was casily 
credible that the ghosts of those 
two heroes had appeared in Cho- 
chow to encourage the defenders 
and baulk the efforts of the at 
tackers. The Fengtion troops 
declared that night after night on. 
the city wall two giant figures were 
seen patrolling the ramparts, one 
red-faced and one black-faced. The 
city pagoda was also the subject 
of superstitious rumour and it was 
declared that the shots fired against 
it were innocuous, for, when a shell 
‘exploded, the pagoda sent out a vast 
cloud of steam and obscured itself. 
Although it was said to have borne 
marks of 400 direct hits at the end 
of the siege, it was still standing, 
‘apparently as firm as ever, and 
could be ascended by the un- 
damaged stairs. ‘The story is also 
told of some besiegers in charge of | 
six-inch howitzers, determined to 
finish the stubborn city walls by 
gun-fire one night, but, confronted 
by a dignified old lady in antique 
costume, they were advised to 
sist because, if they destroyed one 
‘wall, another would rise to take its 
place. ‘The apparition so startled 
the artillerymen that they abandon- 
ed their plan. However that may 
be, the student of military affairs 
will be more inclined to regard 





the defence of Chochow as an 
‘example of good organization and 
inspiring leadership, So it is fitting 
{o recall it at this time when 
General Fu Tso-yi is making 50] 
effective a stand against the troops| 
which are attempting to invade his| 
province. * 











‘There cannot be the slightest 
doubt about the wisdom of the 
directors of the Suez Canal Com- 
pany in deciding further to reduce 
the dues on shipping using the 
canal. On July 1 this year the dues| 
fon loaded vessels were reduced 
from seven shillings and sixpence to| 
seven shillings a ton net, and, ac- 
cording to the announcement which 
was published in these columns. 
yesterday, it has been decided that 
‘from April 1 of next year they will 
be reduced by another shilling. 
making the charge six shillings a 
ton net. Ships in ballast will then 
pay 3/~ instead of 3/6 a ton, while 
‘a reduction has also been made on. 
tho dues from passengers. For: 
some years past there has been very 
considerablo criticism of the heavy 
charges which shipping using the 
Canal has beon obliged to pay. 
‘There can be little doubt that the| 
allegation that they constituted an 
inordinate weight upon sea borne 
trade was in fact justifed, and the 
reductions which have been made 
and which are now announced for 
the future indicate a cextain 
amount of corroboration of that 
view. ‘The official reason for the 
reduction on July last is given in 
the annual report for 1935:— 
“The | conservative policy which 
you have always followed, and 
‘which has ted. to the bullding up 
of an important reserve, enables us| 
{to contemplate without ‘anxiety’ f 
the financial position of your oi 
ferprise the reduction of receipt 
which will result from this lower= 
ing of the dues” 
But it is not alone the creation of| 
the substantial reserve which has| 
Inspired this move. ‘There are 
statistical indications that other’ 
and important considerations have: 
led the directorate to take a step. 
which they have shown’ such 
reluctance to take in the past. 
‘The outbreak of the Ttalo- 
Ethlopian dispute led to an inerease| 
of tonnage passing through the| 
canal because of .the transport 
of troops and supplies. Commer. 
cial tonnage, however, amounted 
to slightly under 28,500,000 tons as| 
compared with 31,750,000 tons for| 























1934. ‘The uncertainty of the posi- 
tion ‘led to several lines diverting| 
thelr vessels to the Cape route and 
a drop of some three million tons| 
was the result, There is as yet no| 
great disposition shown to revert to| 
the former route, Some lines have 
actually found it cheaper to omit 
the Canal from their itineraries, and 
though the route vid the Cape has 
been longer, there has been a very 
appreciable’ saving effected by 
freedom from the payment of the 
dues which are now undergoing a 
change. It “is this lost business 
which has gone a great distance 


the Suez Canal Company to make 
a decision which it is felt is long 
overdue, No one will question the 
prudence which led them to build 
up the reserves of the undertaking, 
but there will always remain a 
doubt whether this was done in a 
manner which did not injure the 
very shipping trade upon which the 
company had to depend, and did 
not in itself act as a contributory 
factor in bringing about, the depres- 
sion from which the world now 
happily seems to be emerging, It 
is not suggested for one moment 
that earlier reductions would have 
helped much in staving off the aif 
culties which were faced from 1929 
onwards, but it is more than likely 
that at Teast an important fraction 
of the damage done to the world’s 
shipping’ trade would have been 
obviated. ‘The company made no 
gesture of assistance to its clients 
In time of necessity and it is ap- 
parent that even now it is making 
no sacrifice, but by reason of the 
financial position it has now 
secured, is able to go out in search 
of the business which it has lost. 
How the old rates “hampered 
trade will be apparent when con- 
sideting the case of vessels in bal- 
last travelling to the Far East 
for cargoes. Coming out from 
Europe they pald dues amounting 
to 3/6 a ton net; returning loaded 
they paid 7/-, — that is after the 
reduction on July 1 this year—so 
that a ship carrying a cargo one 
way was in effect paying no less 
than 10/6 a ton in canal dues. A 
vessel carrying cargocs both ways 
was not only more successful in 
‘business but by reason of that suc~ 
cess was paying only 7/~ a ton, 
Misfortune was indeed carrying its 
‘own penalties. Nevertheless It is 
Impossible to say that these new 
reductions will not be welcomed. 
Anything which reduces the charges 
laid upon shipping must ultimately 
fend to the Improvement of the 
trade which it carries, but dt must 
be remembered that the Canal 
Company can claim no particular 
#lory for this latest decision, Had 
it come very much earlier this 
would not be the case, and the 
forthcoming reductions’ may "be 
looked: upon as indicating an at- 
lempt to recover the trade which 
‘has sought other routes which 
present certain attractions. ‘That 
traders in the Far East will welcome 
the reductions is indisputable, 
They would like to see even more, 
and there is an impression which 
seems to be justifled by the facts 
above quoted that there is room 
for further decreases in these 
charges without any danger of dis- 
rupting the fortunes of ‘the com=, 
pany. Indeed it may with justice 
bo expected that, if aiid when the 
lost trade goes’ back to its old 
channel, shipping using the canal 
should be allowed to benefit more. 
‘There are indications of improved 
trade which the chairman of the 
company confesses to perceive. 
‘The economic outlook shows 
elements of improvement; absorp= 
tion of stocks, increase in the prices 
of raw materials, decrease of world 
unemployment, ‘the reduction of 
laid up tonnage have all contributed 
to improvement in the freight 
matkels, Tt is to be hoped that as 
opportunity offers the Suez Canal 
Company ‘will see its way further 
to assist in bringing about the im- 
provement in world trade, to do 
whieh is $0 easily within its power. 











A GRAVE DANGER 
Dec. 12. 

With the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee considerably exercised over 
the numbers of foreign volunteers 
who are proceeding to Spain to take 
part in the fighting on one side or 
the other, and the suggestion which 
thas been made that the time is ripo 
for diplomacy to seek settlement 
by intermediation, it may not be 
inapropos to consider the situation 
as it now exists in that unhappy 
country. Militarily the position 
seems to be one of stalmate, for 
though the insurgents have’ un- 
doubtedly made considerable pro- 
gress, thelr failure to capture 
Madrid prevents them from follow- 
ing up thelr eatlier successes to 
ultimate vielory, | Thero is, more; 
over, at present little prospect that 
they’ will be able to take the capital 
unless there is somo astonishing 
change in the fortunes of both sides, 
Winter tends to hinder the fighting 





towards persuading the directors of 
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and there is every’ possibility that, 
the lull which ‘at present exists, 
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exploration of avenues towards! 
settlement might be indutged in to! 
the general profit of Europe. What 
the chances are of an amicable 
seltlement must remain a matter of 
speculation, though it is apparent 
that any intermediary seeking to; 
bring about a peace by negotiation 
between the parties will be faced’ 
with a task of the first magnitude 
Indeed, when all the circumstances 
come to be considered it may be! 
safely suggested that compromise at 
this junoture is impossible. Not 
bbeeause the nation is not tired of | 
war, for it is inconceivable that the 
horrors of the last few months have 
not made it disgusted with both| 
sides, but because of the inherent 
AiMiculties attendant upon the en- 
deavour to reconcile two political 
ereeds which are wholly antagon= 
istic. 


‘That is the crux of the whole 
matler, ‘The Government which is 
fighting for its life has to vindicate 
its authority, The rebels cannot, 
afford to lose, for, no matter what 
adjustments tight be arrived at. 
the fact remains that, sooner or 
later, whichever side’ eventually 
secured control of the country. 
would sock to wreak its vengeance 
on its opponents, Civil war is always, 
diMeult to stop by negotiation. 
Hatreds and fears are stronger than. 
in hostilities between nations, and 
much that has been done by’ both 
sides is such as to establish a 
heritage of hate which it will take 
1 very long time to eradicate, That, 
of course, is no reason why the 
porsibility of effecting a peace by 


negotiation should not be in 
vestigated, though it has to be 
vemembered that there are in 


existence very few factors which 
would tend towards suegess. Such 
being the case the only other ques- 
tion which arises is ns to what 
‘other means are available for 
shortening the hideous struggle 
which is drenching Spain in blood. 
To this there can be only one 
answer. Tt is imperatively neces- 
sary that the parties to the non- 
Intervention agreement should more 
loyally abide by their pledges than 
they have done in the past, 
necessary that the agreement 
should be observed not only in the 
letter but in the spirit, necessary 
that this conflagration ‘should be 
extinguished as soon as possible test 
it spread to the rest of Europe and 
involve it {n an unparalleled catas~ 
trophe. But here the difficulty is 
that the same creeds which animate 
those’ actually engaged in the fight 
Ing are the inspiration of the gov- 
‘ernments party to the non-interven- 
tion pact, There is as much desire 
on the part of Germany and Italy 
that General Franco should win, 
fag there is on the part of Soviet 
Russia and France that the govern- 
‘ment against which he is rebelling 
should gain the day. Wisdom 
dictates the completest neutrality in 
the matter; desire would have active 
Intervention on one side or the 
other. 


IL is clear that, with regard to the 
supply of war inaterial, the non- 
Intevention agreement has been 
more honoured in the breach than 
in the observance, ‘The thousands 
of volunteers flocking to the two 
standards indicate that the govern- 
‘ments concerned have not tightened 
up their arrangements sufficiently 
to prevent a Iarye amount of as~ 
sistance irregularly yeaching both 
sides, and it is indeed a cynical 
reflection that the reascn for this 
is that they are completely unable 
to take a detached view of what is: 
occurring in Spain. The danger is: 
that while Germany and Italy might 
not tolerate the reestablishment of 
the Spanish Government's authority, 
Soviet Russia Is likely to be equally’ 
intolerant of its defeat, and between 
the two schools of thought which 
these countries represent there is 
absolutely no room for compromise. 
‘Therein lies the danger to the peace 
of Burope. It is a grave danger, 
and all the more serious because 
of the insurmountable ‘difficulties 
the position thus created presents. 
Were the parties to the Non-In- 








tervention Agreement faithfully to] “

avowed intention of keeping the 
outbreak confined to Spain, and to 
take no great interest in the out- 
come of the struggle, giving no| 
assistance to one side or the other, 
it is possible that a decision would 
have been reached one way or the 
other by now.

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ILRI, DUKE OF WINDSOR 


The former King Edward has not 
long remained in the rank of com- 
moner to which he voluntarily as 
signed himself by his instrument of 
Abdication. “His brother's first acton 
‘ascending the thronetas been to con 
fer_on the previous occupant the 
Dukedom of Windsor and. to. give 
that title royal status. ‘The Duke of 
Windsor will, therefore, be numbered 
‘among the royal dukes and. presum- 
ably, will have precedence attaching 
to the brother of the’ Sovercign. 
otherwise he would take precedence 
‘among United Kingdom Dukes ac- 
cording to the date of his patent, The 
position is not entirely clear on the 
basis of the information available, but 
it would be probable that this crea 
tion and its accompanying restoration 
‘of royal rank avoids the problem of 
the degrees held by the Duke of 
Windsor in the various orders of 
Knighthood. ‘There are already in 
the ‘peerage both an Earldom and 
Viseounty for Windsor; the former 
dates from 1796 and was conferred 
fon the fourth Earl and first Marquis 
of Bute with his Marquisate in that 
year. together with the Utle of Vis 
count Mountjoy. That Marquisate 
was of the United Kingdom, as were 
the earlier Baronies of Mount Stuart 
(701) and Cardiff (776). all the| 
previous titles of the Crichton Stuart 
family being Scottish ereations, the 
oldest being Lord Crichton of 'San- 
quhar (1488); the others are Viscount 
of Ayr (1022), Earl of Dumfries and 
Lord Crichton of Cumnock. i633), 
‘and Earl of Bute, Viscount Kingarth, 
Lord Mount Stuart Cumbrae and 
Inchmarnock (103), ‘The Windsor 
Viseounty derives from the Windsor 
barony bestowed on Sir Andrews 
Windsor by Henry VII in 1529. ‘The 
bbarony twice fell Into abeyance oA 
to 1660; 1833 to 1035) and in 1905 
was merged as a Viscounty In the 
revived Earldom of Plymouth which 
had originally been bestowed on tt 
seventh Lord Windsor in. 1682 a1 
Tasted until 1843. ‘The eldest son of 
the present. seconét Earl of Plymouth 
hha “the courtesy. title of Viscount 
Windsor, For five years, trom 1073, 
to 1680 there was another Earidom of 
Plymouth, unassociaied with the 
Windsor “family but bestowed on 
Charles. the illegitimate son of Charles 
by Catherine Pegg. The new 
Duke. of Windsor will presumably 
have his seat In the House of Lords: 
whether in the special cireumstances 
His Royol Highness will exercise that 
privilege remains to be seen. If he 
‘marries, his wife will of course, be- 
come Duchess and, apparently. have 
the royal style.

FISHY PHENOMENON 


‘The phenomenal shoals of herring] 
at Stornoway which are sinking nets 
by the weight of the fish and occupy 
ing the attention of every boat in the 
locality serve to draw atention to 
the various large catches of fish which 
have been made around the British 
coast this year. So big have been 
Some of the eaiches that millions of 
fish have been thrown back into the 
sea. by fishermen who would rather 
do that than sell them at the low rates 
Wwhien the buyers were offering. The 
‘annual wastage of fish by such means 
fs so great that it has engaged the 
attention of those who desire that a 
more Fational method of supplying 
the British markets should be employ 
ed, and that where there is a glut, 
the fish, above what the market can 
Immediately absorb, should be kept 
in some sort of cold storage until the 
time when it ean again be sold. THis 
would have two good effects. It 
would provide a consistent all-the- 
year-round supply of fish at reason- 
fable prices, and would ensure for the| 
fishermen a more adequate refurn for 
| thelr labours and prevent the sinful 
































that such an innovation would have 
‘any effect upon the amount of fish 
in the sea itself, though there is a 
ccha ice that it would tend towards 
Preventing the spoliation of the fsh- 
ing grounds to some extent. In this 
connection it ig interesting to note 
that investigations have been con- 
dueted into the return of unsuitably 
sized fish to the water. It has been 
found that, if they are put back im- 
mediately, their chance of survival 1s 
very great, and is still of useful di- 
mensions afler a wait of a consider- 
able time, It is possible that, as 
result of these findings, legislation 
may be introduced obliging fishermen 
fo return small fish immediately on 
making a draft, instead of waiting 
until the end of the day's fishing, 
which should go a long way towards 
Preventing the depletion whieh 
observers have noted in recent years 
around the British Isles. 


TOO MUCH DELAY 

‘The communiqué published by the 
sub-committee of the Non-Interven: 
tion Committee sot up in connection 
with the rebellion in Spain em- 
phasises the great dimeulty of making 
‘sure that foreign assistance shall not 
be given to either of the two parties 
in the tragic dispute, Fighting has 
been known to attract men, not im- 
mediately concerned in the rights 
‘or wrongs of the matter. simply for 
the sheer Soy of fighting, but it is ay 
parent from the numbers which are 
Feported to be reaching Spain that 
there is in it something more than 
the mere sporadic desires of a few 
‘men to encounter exeltement. The

AMERICAN PEACE 


‘The Pan-American Peace Pact 
signed on Sunday at Buenos Aires, 
as a result of the conference which 
was opened by President Roosevelt 
in fact amounts to an American re- 
‘affirmation of the Briand-Kellogg Pact 
‘nd the Conciliation Treaty of 1993 
It has not brought any new instru- 
ment into being, save that which 
serves to emphasise former obliga- 
Hons, but it is, nevertheless, quite as 
important a document as Mr. Cordell 
Hull describes it. Properly adhered 
to it should fully secur thé peace 
‘of both the Amerleas, and, as the 
terms of the short doctiment come to 
be more fully Interpreted, it should 
be clear that as much provision as 
possible against breaches of the peace 
has been made as circumstances have 
rendered either possible or desirable. 
In effect the conference at Buenos 
‘Aires has sald thal, which it was at 
fone time hoped would apply to the 
whole of the world, is adequate 
enough to secure universal peace, and 
without a doubt that would be true 
if the signatories to the documents 
‘mentioned had adhered to them with 
the same good faith which. inspired 
their original subscription to them. 
The third provision of the new pact 
strikes at the root of much of the 
unrest which prevails to-day. No 
foation has the right to interfere in

MORGANATIC MARRIAGE 

‘The British erisis has made British 
people look up their history and thelr 
constitutional documents—also their 
dictionaries. Many have been hazy 
fon the exact significance of the term 
“morganatic marriage”, Strictly of 
German origin, it is derived from 
the mediaeval Latin, matrimontum ad 
‘morganaticum, in reference to the 
morgengabe (Morning gift) made by 
the husband to the wife on marriage. 
The Gtrman name is Ehe zur tnken 
Hand ‘marviage by the left-hand) 
because the husband gave his left 
hhand to the bride instead of the right 
at the ceremony, Nevertheless the 
marriage is fully binding by the 
Chureh, the children are logitimate 
and no other marriage can be con- 
tracted by the parties during the 
lifetime of elther of them. It arose 
from the German custom which re- 
Jquired equality of status as the neces- 
sary condition to a marriage and in 
course of time, it became exclusively 
applicable to members of the reign- 
Ing houses o higher nobility. Hence 
it acquired a general application to 
the marriage of a person of royal 
blood with one of inferior rank, The 
Duke of Cambridge, son of George 
TL. was married to Louisa Fair- 
brother, the actress and she took the 
ame of Mrs. Fitzgeorge. That was 
Popularly slyled a morganatic mat 
riage and it had all the essentials of 
that union, but as Mr. Baldwin has 
stated there is no such thing as a 
morganatic marriage in British 
practice to-day especially since King 
George V removed the ban on the 
marsiage of the Royal Family with 
‘commoners. All that is necessary is 
for the marriage of members of the 
Royal House, descended from George 
Tf, to have their marriages approved 














by the reigning Sovereign. ‘The 
marriage of the Sovereign himself or 
herself is a State affair and re- 
quires the approval of Parliament, 


ACCURACY 


Recently the courts have shown a’ 
satisfactory intention to clip  the| 
wings of ‘hose who imagine that 
newspapers are fair game for libel 
actions. This attitute may pethaps be| 
due to the fact that newspaper pro- 
prietors have ‘banded together in| 
sponsoring an important measure for 
amendment of the libel laws, How 
fever that may be, in a case recently, 
heard at Leeds ‘Assizes the judge 
ruled that ‘there was ‘nothing ‘de- 
famatory in the matter complained of| 
‘and gave judgment for the defendant 
newspapers. The point at issue was| 
whether on inaccurate statement in| 
@ newspaper could be construed as 
‘suflicient ground for action for 
damages merely because of its in-| 
accuracy. The judge by implication 
rebutted the idea that inaccuracy was 
the exclusive demerit of newspapers 
or journalists and pointed out the 
notorious difficulty of stating facts 
with such accuracy as one could wish 
to see. In the ease concerned he held 
that the plaintiffs had been the 
victims of statements which were in- 
accurate but not defamatory; they 
could have sympathy and their an- 
noyance would be understood, but 
therein no cause of action lay. Earlier 
in the proceedings the judge re- 
marked that if newspapers were ex- 
pected always to know the truth 
about everything, complete knowledge 
of the “Encyclopaedia Britannica 
‘would not be sufficient to equip them 
for their task, In the case under 
review the newspapers had. pleaded 
that their publication was fair and 
Bccurale and it was elicited in ‘the 
‘course of evidence that they had of- 
fered facilities for correction if re- 
quired. It is satisfactory to find that 
the courts are beginning to realize 
that the law of libel has been operat- 
ing unfairly against newspapers and 
‘consequently feitering the independent 
‘commentator.

ROUND THE CORNER 


‘The Ngures of the Shanghai public 
utility. companies which are quoted 
to-day in support of the contention 
that recovery is in sight, are convine~ 
ing enough, Wherever there is a 
large industrial community, the 
prosperity of the companies catering 
to its sorvice fs generally the best 
index of the fortunes of the rest of 
the. community, Where there are 
rmillls, power, whether electric or from 
gas, is needed to drive them. With 
industrial concerns — operating at 
normal, the demand for water is in 
creased, And businesses must have 
{telephones if they are to keep the 
constant connection with clients that 
is necessary in these days of qulck 
communications and keen competi 
tion. Where the Waterworks Com- 
pany {s concerned, the signs of re-

Capture of Tamiao by Chinese May End the Campaign 


Division of Irregulars Annihilated 


Poiping, Dee. 10. 

The capture of Tamiao, the last 
impottont stronghold of the Manchou- 
kuo ond Mongol forces in northern 
Sulyuan, is claimed by the Chinese, 
Sulyuan’ troops having seized the 
Inmasery lost night after severe 
fighting.

parents and those already in public 
service, The oMicers were patient 
rather than severe with the awkward 
squads. Second, enthusiastic school 
children on parade and both giving 
‘and collecting money to send {0 
Drotect the country. Boarding pupils 
volunteer to eat less and send the 
money to the front, Even prisoners 
in one of the gaols petitioned that 
art of their food money should be 
sent. ‘Third, improvement in business 
fs quite obvious after large riee crops 
‘and merchants are having to replenish 
their stocks to supply demand. 
‘Tax-payers are crowding the head 
‘and branch offes {0 obtain the dis- 
count granted those who pay before 
the time limit. Banks with store- 
rooms are opening in the smaller 
market towns to advance money on 
rice and other field products, In one 
of these banks, the writer heard a 
farmer urged not to mortgage his 
Jand, but to hold on and cultivate it 
while in another establishment, the 
manager in talking about thrift, 
showed more than a score of savings 
bank pass-books. He requires each 
employee to deposit regularly. 
Notice is out from the authorities 
for all houses and compound walls 
to be made black or dark grey. The 
people are being prepared for some- 
thing no one seems to know precisely 
what, when or where, but it is inevit~ 
able~so they say. Soldiers in con- 
siderable numbers come and go, but 
‘usually at night so that ordinary 
trail is less disturbed. In Chinese 
Christian elrcles dignified memorial 
services are taking the place of 
ancestor worship and educated women 
fare extending thelr influence in 
Sociol affairs. Home comforts and 
‘conveniences are on the increase—the 
stately hall seems less attractive than 
the cozy sitting room. 
Some rain has fallen, but more is 
needed for winter wheat and spring

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TWO MISSING MISSIONARIES’ BODIES FOUND 


Murdered by Communists Six Years Ago: Identified 
by Pince-Nez Case and Spectacles : 
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ne two aang faales

Foochow, Dec, 10. 

Early in October of this year, a 
rumour reached Miss Bois and Miss 
‘Thomas, two missionaries of the: 
Church’ Missionary Society stationed, 
in Klenyang, away up the Min River, 
above Yenping, in the province of 
Fuklen, that it'was known. where 
the remains of the two ladies. Miss 
Harrison and Miss Nettleton, who 
Wore murdered by Communists in 
1030, had “been, buried. 

‘Miss Bols and Miss ‘Thomas imme- 
diately “wrote to Bishop John Hind 
in. Foochow, asking for sanction to 
try and follow up this rumour, and 
this was readily granted, 

‘An..old Chinese eolpérteur who 
Jaiew' the martyred ladies well. was 
asked (0 make investigations quietly, 
His first enquities led to nothing. 
He then went up to the East of 
Chungan, which is'9 day's’ journey 
beyond ienyang—the place from 
whieh Miss Harrison and Miss Nettle. 
{on tried to escape In 1030, when they 
were caught, held for three months, 
and then kiiled-—and from there he: 
‘made his way into the mountainous 
country ‘where it was believed that 
the ladies wore murdered, and atler 
considerable dimeulty, reached. the 
tiny village away up'In the hilis— 
where they were held captive. 





People Still Seared 


He confirmed the rumour that this 
was the place where they had been 
kept prisoner, and actually found a 
young man ‘who said he knew the 
place where” they were "buried. 
Shortly “afterwards, on old woman 
came into the place—where he and 
his informant were gating their mea 
and at a word from her the man 
closed up, and would say and do 
nothing more, 

Further onguiries could elicit no| 
‘more Information, and it was obvious 
that what people there were who. 
‘were left in the neighbourhood were 
80 apprehensive of the possible. re- 
turn of the Communists that they 
did not dare to tell anything that 
they “know. ‘The old colportour re- 
turned. and! everything was at a 
standstit, 

‘Meanwhile, Dr. Gordon ‘Thompson, 
of the Honry Lester Institute, Shang- 
hal, "who had gone to Foochow tor 
a short holiday, was told by Bishop 
Hind of the ‘roports whieh had 
‘arrived from Kienyang, and at, once 
offered to go up-country to assist in 
the further Investigation. He reach- 
ed Kienyang on November 29, tak- 
ing with him letters from the British 
Consul and the Pacifleation Commis- 
‘sioner {0 the local Chinese officials 
‘concerned. 











Chinese Assistance 


After discussing the matter with 
the Chinese church members and 
the lady missionaries. he went to call 
fon. the military ofielal and. the 
‘magistrate, taking with him the Chi- 
ese pastor and one of the leading 
Church” members. “He asked the 
military oficial to help him to obtain 
‘a bus and provide him with a letter 
to the magistrate at Chungan. See. 
Ing that the oficial also provided 
fan escort, he felt that the ladies from 
Klenyang might take the opportunity 
to viblt the city. OF this they gladly 
availed themselves, and Chungan was 
reached on ‘Tuestay, December 1. 
‘The party received & touching wel- 
come fs they passed down the main 
‘street of the ity, women running out 
to welcome Miss Bols, who had work 
ced With Miss Harrison until 1027, and 
Miss Thomas who, they soon lecrned 
was a frlend of Miss Nettleton. 
While” the ladies received _ their 
Chinese friends in the shop of one 
of the Chureh members. and listened 
{o the tales of all that the city had 
sutfered trom the Communists, Dr. 
Gordon Thompson, Dr. Ling, and the 
‘pastor went to call upon the local 
magistrate; and discuss the further 
Steps to be taken. It was agreed 
that the pastor, the catechist, and 
the old colporteur should be provid- 
ed with an escort of soldiers, and 
again attempt to reach the hill-op 
village, Dr. Thompson offered 10 
accompany the party, but it was felt 
that It would be less risky. and more 
Mkely to succeed if the Chinese went 
alone, and if he and the ladies re- 
turned and waited in  Kienyang. 
The next day the pastor, ' the 
atechist, and the old colporteur set 
‘out with four soldiers, At the foot 
fof the hill they added four more of 
the militia to thelr number, ond 
went up to the village hidden away 
in the hills, 

Here they were fortunate to find 
the young man who had previously: 
sald ho knew the site where the bodies 
were buried. At first he denied 


when the soldiers proceeded to tle 
hig hands behind him. and he was 
offered his freedom and a few dollars 
reward for his Information, he 
decided to co-operate. Meanwhile 
the head-man of the village, who at 
first could not be found. was secured. 
Between them they led the way for 
8 further six miles up and among 
the ‘hills, through dense plantations 
until they reached a spot which they 
pointed out as one grave. Digging 
tools were obtained. the ground was. 
broken up, and the remains of one 
body ‘were reverently removed by 
the pastor, together ‘with remnants 
of decayed clothing, and placed in 
‘8 while cloth brought for the pur- 
ose, 

‘The guide then took them a distance 
of two-thirds of a mile, and pointed 
out the second grave. ‘The remalns 
of a second body were recovered, 
‘and treated In the same way. 


Positive Identification 


‘The sacred remains of the two 
missionaries were then. taken back: 
to Chungon, the party arriving back 
after being away for three days. 
‘Two special boxes were made, and 
the zemains brought to Kienyang. 
Dr, Gordon ‘Thompson made a com- 
plete examination. and estcblished 
the fact that the bones had female 
characteristics, and were not Chinese 
‘The remains of decayed clothing 
proved to be that of a foreign female 
In character, In the case of Miss 
Harrison, leather pince-nez case 
Was found, and in the case of Miss 
Nettleton a spectacte case. containing 
hher spectacles and a label bearing 
the name of the optician in Halifax 
(Yorkshire, England) from whom 
they were bought. 

Tt Is to be noted that Miss Harrison 
always wore pince-nez. and Miss 
Nettleton spectacles, and that the 
latter Indy came from Halifax. The 
Wdentifieation being thus complete, 
Dr, Gordon ‘Thompson; Miss Bois. 
‘and Miss ‘Thomas decided to transfer 
the remains to Foochow. 

‘A. special memorial service was: 
held In the Chinese Church at Kien- 
yang. and the bodies were then 
‘conveyed by special bus to Yenping. 
‘On the way down. the bus stopped 
for halt an hour at Klenow where 
the Chinese Church Counell and 
missionaries came to pay their 
respeels. ‘They were then conveyed 
by launch from Yenping to Foochow, 
{0 be laid to rest in the Christian 
cemetery close to the place where 
the Rev. Robert and Louisa Stewart 
fand the other Kucheng martyrs of 
1895 are buried.

KANSU CUT OFF 


Harrowing Tales Reach Ears| 
of Vatican 


Vatican Clty, Dec. 9. 

‘News has reached the Vatican that, 
the unexpected advance of Chinese 
Communists from Sikang and Sze- 
ichuen into the southern region of 
‘Kansu has created new dimeultles for 
the Catholle missionaries of that re- 
ion. It was learned that the mis- 
slonary Fathers of the Divine World 
were forced to follow the regular 
troops on thelr retreat to Lanchow, 
the capital of the province, 

Father Bromkamp, a missionary at 
‘Minchow, fled across the Tacho River 
in an attempt to reach Lanchow and 
Was forced to hide in the northern 
mountains, closely followed by a 
group of Communists, It 1s hoped 
found refuge with ‘some Christian 
natives who are hiding in the caves 
in the mountain. Father Vogt, who 
was forced to flee from Taochow in 
view of the advance of the Chinese 
Reds, finally reached Lanchow after 
‘two ‘months of hardships, 

‘Two Regiments Slaughtered 

‘The missionary Fathers also have 
reported to the Holy Sce that the 
44th Division of the Chinese regular 
troops encountered a large number 
of the invading Red troops near 
‘Minchow and attempted to” check 
thelr advance. Two of the 
‘31th Army Corps were surrounded by 
bandits “and slaughtered without 
mercy. These two regiments pre- 
viously had defeated the same Com- 
munists at Kwangsi, 

Father Paul Muller and Brothers 
Rosenbach and Hull eseaped from the 
‘Sdvancing hordes at Lungsl, the 
Vatican has been informed. Grave 
concern Is caused by the lack cf news 
from Father Frick, stationed in the 
Changhien region.” Tt was learned 
that the bsndits took the region by 
surprise, and it is feared that none 
‘succeeded in escaping the Commun- 
ists. 








General Situatl 


‘An unimpeachable Vatican source, 
thoroughly ‘conversant with the con: 
ditions of the province of Kansu, has 
summed up the general situation 
there as follows:—"If Lanchow should 
fall into the hands of the Commun:

Centre of Communists Depredations: Peace Without 
Troops in South Kiangsu 


Fnost Oux Own 


Sunwu, Ki, Dec. 4. 

‘This hsien used to be known as 
Chang-ning, or Eternal Peace. But 
it would seem to be for good reason 
that of recent years it has lost this 
name. Being at the exact juncture 
of Kiangst, Kwangtung and Fuklen 
Provinces, 'on the borders of the 
"Communist Empire” it was always 
among the first to fall and the first 
fo be retaken in all this troublous 
end of the province. It was sixteen 
times taken’ and relaken within six 
years. Nearly every home greets 
fone with heart wrenching tales of 
suffering and loss at the hands of 
eliher Reds or their White avengers. 
While the Reds occupied, those who 
did not embrace Communism were 
burnt out or shot, When the Gov 
‘ernment forces returned those who 
did “embrace” Communism were 
Ukewise burnt out or shot, Thus 
the total previous population was 
reduced by over a third and black- 
ened ruins and deserted homes mar- 
red the landscape at every turn, In 
‘many villages only toothless old folk, 
women, and babes survived, ‘The: 
cream of the populace was skimmed 
nigh clean, all the better class elther 
fled or was killed off. 

Here is an example of some of 
the horrors endured as it is com- 
monly told. When the city first fol, 
fafler’a plucky resistance agains 
hopeless odds, about 300 of the city’s 
leaders, knowing they would get no 
quarter, barricaded themselves in 
the ancestral hall. ‘The doors were 
presently broken ‘open, many were 
shot right down or knifed on the spot 
and all the rest, supposedly, were led 
away and, after a brief mock trial, 
butchered in the usual way. 


Summarily Exceuted 
‘The customary procedure was to 
bring the “oppressors of the people” 
fone by one before an open alr mass 
‘and ask if any had accusa~ 
ons against them, If so sentence 
‘was summarily executed on the spot, 
‘aecording to the stimulated blood: 
lust of the mob. ‘The magistrate by 
the name of Pan Meng-chuen was 
‘among them, who by his justice and 
‘merey had won the love and respect 
‘of rich and poor alike. When asked 
it any wanted redress against 
‘a0 voice was raised, another 
Ing was appointed and still no ct 
was laid against him, whereat he was 
set aside and inconspleuously dis 
osed of later. - 

‘One sole survivor of that horrible 
ineldent however still walks the 
streots of Sunwu.

‘The cus- 
tomary interest rite is five to eight 
tan (133 1b.) of rice for a $100 loan 
‘made in the winter and repaid In the 
spring. At harvest time this rico is 
worth from $40 {o.$80. making the 
Interest rate 40-80 per cent. But the 
uusurers demand their rice for inter- 
‘est Just before the crops are harvest- 
ed, when the price is very high, thus 
realizing about 200 per cent. on their 
money for a three-months loan, or 
800 per cent, according to Western 
methods of ealeulation, 


Commodity Borrowing 


‘The borrowing of food in a hard 
winter is very common, this also 
being controlled by the money len- 
ders, Such loans as the “nine out 
‘and ‘thirteen back,” or the “return 
a pair” loan clearly indicate their 
nature. The late Lu Hsun, eminent 
Chinese short story writer, tells a 
tale of a farmer inthis same district 
which the writer investigated. A 
farmer before the harvest borrowed 
‘a tan of rice. when the price was) 
$15, agreeing’ to repay the loan in 
kind the following February. 

Winter prices happened to be low, 
only $0 tan, and the money lender 
demanded three tan instead of one. 
‘The farmer could pay but one since 
the tax collectors took all the rest, 
40 he begged the Uusurer to take three 
‘and one half tan in April. In. April 
the price had risen to $13, or $48 for 
the amount owed. Crops ‘were ruin- 
ed by a drought, and this time the 
farmer agreed 10 pay 5 per cent 
interest on this $46 debt, offering two 
mow of land as security. ‘Thus, from 
borrowing a single tan of rice to last 
‘out a winter he was plunged into 
debt for years, and probably on the 
road t6 bankruptey. 

Corollary of Civil War 

‘The borrowing of implements at 
interest from money-lenders is a 
corollary of civil war regarding 
which Mr, Ll offers some of the first 

formation ever known to English 
writers. The bandits or provincial 
soldiers, on entering a village, gen 
ally kill the first cow available for 
food and use agricultural implements 
fg their only source of fuel for a 
large roasting fire. According to a 
census taken in 25 towns and eleven 
sub-districts of Kuangnaihsion, far- 
mers in a single year of anti-Com- 
‘munist fighting lost 8,000 hoes, 700 
plows, and more than 10,000 miscel- 
laneous implements, either burned 
by the soldiers or’ carried off for 
trench digging. 

‘The only men who could keep im- 
plements wero the money lenders 
who bribed the soldiers to ieave 
their property. Since then, the 
money-lenders have made unbelieve- 
‘able profits on the loaning of necess- 
ary tools 

‘Implements and Animals Involved 

A hoo rents for from 10 to 20 cents 
a day, and the farmer must specify 
exactly how long he will use it be- 
cause there are many others waiting. 
Cows, horses, and donkeys rent fo 
20 cents a day during slack season 
and over $1 per day during plowing 
oF harvest time, 

Water buffaloes are the gilt-edge 
security of the usurer. For example 
in Kuanhsien, a district with 500,000 
mow of rice land, there are only 























7,000 buffalo, a loss of 14,000 since 
1034. ‘The remaining animals are not 
ni 


Fly suMelent to do the plowing, 
they therefore rent for very high 
prices. A good animal will bring $2 
a mow of land plowed, and can do 
three mow a day, ‘The usurer can 
earn $6 a day with one buffalo, and 
pay for the animal in less than a 
month, 

‘The farmer is helpless against the 
combined onslaught of the tax-collec- 
tor, landlord, usurer and district 
judge, who seem to be determined 
that the farmer shall get not $1 
profit for his labour. The farmer 
hhas ceased to hope; he is “stolid and 
stunned” as Edwin Markham would 
living from sunset to sunset, 
cerlain that usury will be his death.

Kwangsi Banknotes to Be 
Retired Soon 
From Oun Own Commmsrowoex 


Canton, Dee. 2. 
Kwangel is to begin retiring her 
provincial banknotes immediately so 
that on January 1 it can be declared 
‘that National Currency shall be used 
in all transactions, By bank draft 
{$1,500,000 was sent to Canton by the 
Ministry of Finance yesterday. It will 
‘be cashed here and the notes sent to 
Kwellin, . 

‘Kwangsi has around $10,000,000 out- 
standing of its $5 and $10 banknotes, 
‘and it will start calling these in frst, 
‘Taking all denominations, there 1s 
‘about $60,000,000 worth of poper cur 
reney in circulation, 

‘A Hongkong vessel, the Woping No. 
2, was looted by pirates near Tal- 
Wohhau, above Shiuhing, at 1 a.m. on 
November 29, The gang decamped 
with $18,000, mostly “in cash taken 
from passengers and the compradore's 
‘department. No one was kidnapped, 
no shots were fired and there was no 
personal violence of any kind. 

In March the Woping No, 1, also 
of the Hang Lei Steamship Co, was 
pirated, and on that oceasion a guard 
was wounded and three passengers 
were taken off the boat when the 
pirates loft. With this experience in 
mind, the guards did not offer 
resistance when the Woping No. 2 
‘was robbed, 


Cheaper Power Rates 


Whether or not lights were turned 
fon, a user of electric service had been 
billed for $1.50, but on Tuesday this 
practice was discontinued, the Muni- 
Cipal Government declaring it to be 
unfair, Simultaneously it was ordered 
that the 10 per cent, discount for pay- 
ment of a bill within a month from 
its presentation to a customer“is to 
bbe stopped. Next year power is to 
come cheaper to Canton factories 
‘What -will ‘be charged has not been 
determined but there will be liberal 
reduetions for heavy consumption, 

New Opium Measures 

Every opium dive in Honam and 
Canton had to suspend business 
yesterday, for even those that will 
hhave thelt leences renewed must con- 
form with the new regulations, and 
it will take 2 few days to register 
them—83 have applied for licences 
and are prepared to make a cash 
‘guarantee of $500 that they will abide 
by the rules.” One store must be an

BRONZES OF THE 
ORDOS REGION 


Magnificent Art of Ancient 
Hun Peoples 


‘The rich harvest of bronzes and 
other finds ylelded by the Suiyuan 
‘and Ordos areas of Inner Mongolia 
was described by Dr. J. Gannar 
Andersson, director of the Museum 
Far Eastern Antiquities at Stockholm, 
lecturing on “the Bronzes of the 
Ancient’ Huns” before members of 
the Royal Asiatic Society, on Dee. 10. 
Dr. Andersson sald. that about 20 
Years ago there appeared in the anti- 
‘que market of Pelcing @ kind of small 
Bronze, mostly knives, daggers, buck- 
Jes, and plaques, all tichly decorated 
swith animal designs and all entirely 
‘un-Chinese in type.

PROBLEM OF FAKE 
CHEMICALS 


Proper Testing Methods 
Essential in China 


‘The urgent necessity for the eslab- 
Ushment in every large centre in 
China of laboratories for the standard- 
Haation of drugs, in order to find thelr 
actual potency. was emphasized by 
Dr. C, Pak, lecturing on the physiolo- 
gleal standardization of drugs, at the 
Henry Lester Institute of Medical Re- 
seureh, Avenue Road, on Dec. 9. Dr. 
Pak called attention to instances of 
serious frauds reported recently. in, 
various parts of the world, necessitat- 
Ing a proper system of verification of 
the quality of drugs. 

‘The eiciency of a new remedy, 
explained Dr. Pak, was judged by 
comparison with ‘the action of a 
known drug, by means of bloloj 
‘assay, and on the whole the great 
sensiliveness of biologicial assay was 
fan advantage over chemical assay. 
Crude drugs showed extremely large 
variations in their content of active 
rinelples. The colour, size, and other 
physical properties " might appear 
Identical, “but some ‘samples wore 
from five to fifty times more active 
than others. 

‘Dr. Pak mentioned the inter= 
national conference held for the 
Airst time by the League of Nations 
Health Committee at Edinburgh in 
1923, when a Permanent Commission 
‘on Biological Standardization was 
‘established, Uniform physiological 
‘Standardization could only be eslab- 
Uished by international ‘co-operation, 
the prinefple alm of which was the 
‘creation of permanont standard pre- 
Parations, and the main object of 
inlernational agreement was the 
‘coptance of such standards, and the 
definition of units in terms of them. 
Standard preparations were not ab- 
solutely necessary and desirable when 
‘once the active’ principles of drugs 
had been Isolated and prepared In 
‘chemically pure form. 

Imported Remedies 

‘The Chinese Pharamacopaia in 
1920 adopted - physlologleal stan- 
dardization for digitalis, “and 
other chemicals, but they were 
simply copied from forelgn pharma 
‘copavia, In China, all important re- 
medics, with a fow exceptions, were 
imporled. It was only possible to 
refer to conditions In foreign coun- 
tries. “The Commonwealth Serum 
Laboratory, Melbourne, found upon 
their markets low grade imported 
‘samples of insulin. ‘They suspected 
that insulin preparations might lose 
their activity during transportation, 
and. therefore three samples of 
Insulin ‘were sent. to London for 
re-estimation of thelr potency. No 
definite evidence was found of loss 
of ty, during transport, It 
‘was probable the activily of drugs 
might be weakened by improper 
storage, and that manufacturers 
might send inferior preparations to 
‘an unprotected country.

Impressive Procession 
N. Railway Station 


Ending a three-day ceremony, 
during which high Chinese offelals 
fand foreign diplomatic representatives 
nd consular officals paid thelr Inst 
tribute of respect, the remains of 
‘Marsha! Tuan Chi-jul, Premier of the 
detunet Peking Government, who was 
instrumental in China's participation 
{in the World War, were conveyed 10 
Peiping in a special train om Decem~ 
ber 7° for burial at the Western 
Hills, 

With solemnity and pomp, the 
funeral corlege eft the" doccased's 
residence, 1487 Avenue Joffre, at 
about noon. During the procession 
in the French Concession, Chinese 
and Annamite constables, ‘smart in 
dark navy blue uniform, with fixed 
bayonets, stood on guard every 25 
yards on both sides of Avenue Jaftre,

RUSSIANS ARRESTED 
IN THREE RAIDS 


Pistols and Safe-Breaking 
Equipment Seized 


Weeks of secret vigilance by the 
Settlement Police culminated carly 
fon December 10 In the arrest of 
seven Russians, suspected plotters of 
‘a major armed crlme here, and the 
selzure of four pistols, 125 rounds 
‘of ammunition, a complete set of 
safe-breaking tools, and a hooked 
Iadder described as part ot the 
well-equipped burglar’sstock-in« 
trade,

and two ralds on houses in the 
French Concession, and it ts belleved 
thelr arrest nipped in the bud a 
ccarefully-arrangéti looting in Chinese 
territory, possibly at Wusih, All 
seven. were brought before the 
First Special District Court on Dec. 10

men opened a private garage at 227

as they arrived in a publle hire-car,

Rear-Admiral M, I. Fedorovich, of 
the Imperial Russian Navy, died on| 
December 7. 

‘Born in Ekaterinoslay in 1872, son 
‘and grandson of Russian admirals, 
hhe began his naval career at the age 
of fourteen, entering the Imperial 
Naval College, Upon graduation in 
1802, he ‘was commissioned. By 
arrangement, he was allowed to 
continue his studies’ some years 
later in special technical schools

It was while Admiral Fedorovich 
was on a munitions mission in Japan 
that Admbral Kolchak was | mur- 
dered and he retired to civil tife in 
1920, His family, who wore evacuated 
from Sebastopol by a British naval 
parly joined him in Manchuria.

Dr, R. S. Ivy 

‘Those Masons who remember him 
will mourn over the death of Dr. 
R. S. Ivy, who passed away on 
December 11, in ‘England. Robert 
Suteliffe Ivy’ was born in 1858. on 
January 16, and at the age of thirty 
‘years arrived in Shanghai where he 
Fesided until 1927 when he returned 
to England on retirement. During 
that time he followed the profession 
fof a dentist and was connected for 
many years with the firm of Drs. 
Ivy and Robinson. 

Dr, Ivy's hobby was Freemasonry 
to which he devoted a great deat 
of time and study, seeking to further 
the Interests of the eraft, and achieve 
ing a careée in it which made him 
fone of ils most respected members. 
During the time he was associated 
with the craft In northern China he| 
was scarcely ever out of office in 
the District Grond Lodge. In_ 1890 
ho was invested as Disirict Grand 
Steward. and subsequently filled the 
offices of District Grand Pursuivant, 
Director of Ceremonies. President of 
the District Board, Junfor and Senior 
Warden. "From i904 to 1908 he was 
Deputy District Grand Master. and 
4m 1909, following the depariure trom 
China of Bro. W. H. Anderson. Dis- 
frict Grand Master. In 1908, after 
faking charge of the Distriet. he was 
installed into the office of District 
Grand Master.

Dr. Dugald Christie, cat. 


At is with much regret that the 
death in Edinburgh, Scotland, on 
December 3, of Dr. Dugald Christie, 
cate, is recorded. 

Dr. Christie was orn In the Scot 
fish Highlands, in 1854, and came {0 
‘Manchuria in’ 1883, and was the 
ploneer in hospital work and medical 
education. Arriving at the port cf 
Newehwang, it took him eight days 
to reach Mukden by cari—a distance 
that can now be covered in about 
the same number of hours. He soon. 
realised the possibilities of Mukden. 
as a centre for medical work, and this| 
twas begun in the gatehouse of hi 
‘own compound. Much ear and 
‘superstition on the part of the people: 
Ihad to be overcome, bul a start wax 
‘made, and by 1895 two Chinese men 
had ‘received sufficient training 10 
assist him with the ever increasing 
number of patients. Two years later 
the first hospital was bull on the: 
site where the present Hsiao He Yen 
Hospital now stands. 

At that time the Hsio0 Me was 2 
shallow pond, a back-water of the: 
Hun River, but in a season of flood. 
the water’ could ise to dangerous 
heights, a3 in the memorable flood of 
1886, when It rose 15 ft. in three 
hours and overflowed ihe Bund 
Houses. The river bank also presents 
1 different aspect, mud houses and 
small farms taking the place of the 
eautiful gardens” which now stand 
fon the south bank. 

‘During, his long term of service in 
fukden, the country passed through 
many. stirring experiences. In the 
Wars of 1894-85, and 1904-05 medical 
‘work was carried on with great ac- 
ceplance both by Dr. Christie and by 


the two women doctors, Dr. Slarmer 


and “Dr. Horner. At' the Boxer 
Rising of 1900 the hospital and all 
other buildings were destroyed by 
fire, but with characteristic hopeful- 
ness and courage, a new start was 
made, and in 1900’ the nucleus of the 
present Mission Hospital stood on 
the site of the old one. 

Dr. Christie combined the gift of 
statesmanship with the power of 
‘winning the frlendship and confidence 
Of all classes of people. His genial 
Kkindliness, his innate courtesy and 
his recognition of the customs of the 
people among whom he had come to 
live, won for him the love and re- 
spect of his many Chinese friends.

General Level of Wholesale Commodity Prices Gain’

‘The general level of _ wholesale 
commodity prices recorded a notice- 
able gain during the month of Octo- 
ver, advancing trom 107.0 to 109.%, 
the’ rise in the prices of cereals, 
other food products and provisions, 
textile fibres and metals and mis- 
cellaneous accounting for the in- 
crease, Owing to a drop in the 
prices’ of raw materials, the index 
Tor export prices was only" slightly 
above the level of the previous month. 
‘The three groups covered by . the 
index. of import prices—raw mater- 
jals, producers’ and consumers" goods 
advanced compared to September, 
the gain in raw materials being the 
‘most. conspicuous. ‘The cost. of. liv- 
ing index has risen to 114.0 in Octo- 
ber from 113.5 in September, largely 
becouse of higher prices in the food 
‘and clothing «groups, 

‘The average price of cotton yarn 
for the month of October appreciated 
somewhat, According to trade re- 
porls stocks are very low and the 
mills. have practically eold all thelr 
output, ‘The Shanghai flour market 
was steady with prices improving. 





Fower Building Permits 


Building permits issued in the In- 
ternational Settlement during the

THE PRAGUE RADIO 
Good Reception 


To the Editor of the 
fonri-Cinxa DaiLy News” 

Sij—In last Monday's edition of 
your Journal mention was made of 
the Praha (Prague) “Broadeasting. 
Station. It said there, among olher 
things, that experimental broadcasts, 
were being made on a wave length 
of 25.20 metres, from 22-24 hours, 

For several months on end 1 have 
been listening in on Praha which 
station always came through wonder- 
fully clear, ‘especially after 11 p.m, 
‘and someiimes as late as 3° am. 
with very enjoyable musical, pro: 
grammes. Announcements were'made 
in the Czeeho-Slovakian, German, 
French and English languages and 
the lady announcer never failed. to 
Fequest listeners for reports wpn- 
cerning the reception, to which, In- 
cidentaily, 1 complied ‘several months 
ago. So ‘far, however, I have not 
yet received ‘an answer, although the 
‘announcer promised that every letter 
‘would be dealt with through the 
mall, (My report may have ‘gone 
astray). 

‘About a month ago I suddenly 
could not locate Praha on’ its old 
wave length, nor was Rome (very. 
near Prague, with a wave length of 
about 25% metres) audible; in fact 
the whole of the 25 metre band was 
spoiled with lots of crackling, ‘at 
mospherie and Jocal morse dlstur- 
ances going on. ‘Trials on. other 
wave lengths continued unsuceess{ul 
until last Friday evening, when I re- 
discovered Praha on a slightly dit- 
ferent wave length. Subsequent an- 
houncement elicited the news that 
experimental broadcasts were carried 
‘on over a wave length of 28.4 metres, 
‘The reception, however, was by No 
‘means as clear as it used to be, the 
intensity apparently Jacking’ in 
strength, 

While ‘on the subject, 1 wonld also 
mention that every morning from 7 
am, onwards one can get an ex- 
cellent reception from" a South 
American station on a ‘wave length 
of just over 31.m. Announcements 
‘are made in Spanish or Portuguese, 
Tam not sure which, and the station 
is probably Buenos’ Aires, at least 
that is the name T often detect among 
the unfamiliar sounds, Their pi 
‘grammes are excellent, mostly tango 
music and very “snappy” tunes at 
that! ‘Perhaps one of your reader- 
Fadio fans is in a position to give 
more information regarding ‘this 
station, which would be much ap- 
recialed.

HE visiting Meiji University 


rugby XV gave first indication 


of their prowess on December 20 when they defeated the 
Fourth U.S. Marines by three goals and four tries (27 points) to 
two tries (6 points) before 1,500 spectators at the Canidrome.

G. Tilton and. himselt’ visited the 
place where the body. was found, 80 
Yards west of Da Mo Jau Road, about 
iat a mile south of the French Con- 
cession ‘Boundary, on November 10. 
Teappeared that some time after mid- 
night the morning of November. 4, 
Martin, qn American eitien aged 20, 
hired the deceased riekshaw coolie on 
Avenue Joffre, Martin was living 
At the Salvation Army" Hostel, Yang 
‘Terrace, Welhalwel Road, about halt 
mie north of Avenue Jolfre. 
Beceased "took Martin inthe 
opposite direction, “nearly a mile 
South, to Zikawet Creek, anda fue 
‘hes half mile into Chinese territory, 
slong Da" Mo Sau. ‘Road, Nanlao, 
Martin hid been ‘drinking in the Chu 
Pao. San cabarets, and was in an 
inloxieated condition. He ‘was' well 
dressed, and the deceased must have 
taken him into Chinese territory and 
{o this deserled spot for the purpose 
ot robbing him. When deceasod 
Feached. Ytie Ki Zab village, he Left 
{ie mnain road,” andl went. westward 
up. a small path. beside a shall 
creck, about #0" yards, and aro 
the corner of the ereek, so. that he

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Deserted Place 


Rodger's submission was Ux 
the deceased had decided that the 
country place would be ideal to com- 
mit the robbery, as it was, without 
iMumination, well off the highway, 
and beyond’ reach of any Immediate 
assistance should his passenger make 
any disturbance, " Furthermore, the 
Aeceased could Casily dispose of any 
stoler. property by leaving it at his 
home, near the seene, to avoid detec 
tion by patrolling police, or questions 
when he relurned to his hong con- 

ng the possession of the stolen 
property, 

Robberies of drunken men by tick- 
shaw coolles were a frequent oceur- 
rence in Shanghai, and this was well 
Known to the police. On August 6, 
1936, Bfartin reported to the consulate 
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‘that he had been robbed of $50 by 
four rickshaw coolies in an alleyway 
‘near the Red Rose Cabaret off North 
/Szechuen Road. In one of the police 
reports issued in connection with the 
Feeent incident, it wes stated that 
“Rickshaw licence number 2080 under 
the seat of which was found puller's 
‘badge and licence number 127 in the 
name of Sung Veo Yue was standing 
on the path nearby, and from ex- 
‘amination of the vicinity It way 
‘evident that a fleree and prolonged 
strugele hadl taken place between two 
persons, and footmarks on the bank 
marked the spot where the com- 
attants had fallen into the creek. At 
the time*of his arrest, Martin was 
Jcovered with mud, and it was evident 
hat he-had been fully submerged in 
the mud and water of the creek.” 

In another of the police reports, it 
was slated that “further examination 
showed that the upper part of the 
back, and rear upper part of each 
shoulder, was quite dry, although 
Martin's face was covered with mud, 
whieh tends to corroborate his state- 
mont that he fell on top of the 
deceased, 














Collapse into Creek 

‘The bank of the creck was about 
three and a half fect above the 
creek, and it appeared that Martin 
and Sung, fighling and struggling on 
the bank, fell into the creck. The 
water In’ the creck was about nine 
inches deep, but rose and fell a few 
inches with’ the tide. 

‘The mud was very soft, and a 
person stepping inlo it would sink 
inthe mud about” twelve inches. 
When Martin and deceased were 
struggling, the man who happened 10 
fall underneath would probably be 
drowned, particularly as his exertions 
in the Aight would have winded him. 
If Martin had happened to fall un- 
derneath, there was no doubt but that 
he would have been drowned instead, 


‘There could be no possible motive 
for Martin tolling the deceased to 
take him to this lonely spot, nor for 
him wishing to murder or injure the 
deceased. The only possible explana~ 
tion was that deceased attempted to 
rob Martin, Marin woke up and 








the, men falling into the reek, and 
in Sung’s death, 

In two letters sent by General Wu 
‘Te-chen to Mr. C, B. Gauss, America: 
Consul-General, it was stated that th 
rickshaw coolle’ was “beaten to death’ 
by Martin, In the Jast Telter, it was 
also questioned whether or not Mar- 
Un was intoxicated. ‘The Chinese 
‘authorities seemed to question 
whether this was a case where an 
intoxicated person was taken to a 
deserted spot by a rickshaw coolle 
for the purpose of robbery. | The 
‘evidence of a police volunteer, how- 
ever, included the statement’ that 
“from his appearance he was appar- 
‘ently. intoxicated.” 

‘This was after the prolonged 
struggle ‘mentioned In’ the S.M.C. 
police report, and falling into” the 
cold water of the creck, all of which 
‘would havo made Martin more sober. 
‘There appeared, therefore, 10 be no 
doubt that Martin was intoxicated at 
the time that he was taken to the 
lonely" spot in Chinese territory. 
‘Thore was no evidence that Sung wa: 
“beaten to death” by Martin, On. th 
contrary, the evidence proved that 
deceased was not beaten to death. Dr. 
'T, B, Dunn's ndings and report were 
conclusive, 

Matter of Life and Death 
It was the opinion of Detective 
Sub-Inspector Tilton and of | the 
Speaker that Martin would have been 
killed if Sung had been able to kill 
him, or if other loafers had come on 
the 'seone when the struggle was in 
progress. If Sung were not able to 
subdue Martin or at least knock him 
unconseious, he would have been 
charged with robbery or allempted 
robbery, and would have been sent 
to prison for a long term. 

‘From the legal point of view, this 
‘was a caso of “justifiable homicide,” 
that is where the slayer not being 
himself at foult had legal right to 
kill, Tt was homicide authorized by 
Taw, becauso it was committed in 
self-defence. ‘The law permitted 
“Bvery one who is without fault, and 
who had adopted every reasonable 
safe expedient to avert ihe necessity, 
fo take the life of his assailant 
rather than to lose his own.” 

Tn Clark and Marshall on Crimes, 
it woe stated that it was clear, under 
the authorities of common law, that 
if man feloniously assaulted 
other, with intent to kill him or to 
Tnfliel great bodily harm, the person 
threatened, being without fault him- 
Self, might stand hls xround and Kill 
his ‘assailant, if it was 
ldo’ so in order to save Inimself from 
death or erm, and the homicide 
would be justifiable, as distinguished 
from excusable, self-defence.

An Express Trust 

Plaintiff contends it is entitled to 
priority over general creditors be- 
‘cause the arrangement under which 
the sales were made precluded the 
passing of complete title to the pro 
Ceeds to the bank. Plaintiff maintain 
the written agreement created an ex- 
press trust under which ‘bolh the 
Dhysieal travelers cheques and the 
proceeds from their sales were held 
by the penk as trustee, and that the

There can be no question that the

cheques in trust but defendant argues 
that the written trust agreement did

‘other Is American Express Company 
2. Hansen, Supervisor of Banking 
(Wash.) 28 Pac, 2nd 788. In doth 
cases, ‘however, the form of trust 
agreement employed by the American 
Express Company and the bank speel- 
‘cally mentioned that the proceeds 
of the travellers cheques when sold 
should at all times remain the pro- 
perty of the Amerlean Express Com- 
Dany. In both. cases the written 
agreements definitely imposed a trust 
‘on the proceods as’ well as on the 
physical travellers cheques. In the 
Instant gase the plaintiff relies on the 
words ‘which constitute the scant 
agreement beiween the parties, 
“Recelved In TRUST for the American 
Express Company, signed travellers 
cheques as follows: ...for which we 
‘accept the responsibility of due issue 
‘and agree to account therefor.” From 
the phrase, “agree to account there- 
for," plaintift attempts to spell a trust 
‘on ‘the proceeds. This phrase, in the 
pinion of the Court, impiles nothing 
‘more than a promise to ascertain the 
amount due and to pay it,.and con- 
‘rms only a debtor-creditor relation- 
‘hip. . 

From the allegations of the com- 
plaint it appears that the course of 
‘conduct between the parties has been 
inconsistent with the idea of a trust 
fon the proceeds, or at least negatives 
an Intention to ‘maintain tho trust if 
fone was originally created. From the 
complaint it appears the bank did not 
keep the proceeds separate or remit 
them in the form received, but co: 
mingled the proceeds ‘with the other 
assets of the bank in its general fund 
‘and from time to time delivered its 
draft on New York to the plaintiff in 
payment of what-might be due. ‘The 
plaintiffs unvaryingly took the drafts 
This conduct seems conclusive that 
the parties did not intend the (rust 
to exist after the sale of the travellers 
cheques regardless of the meaning of 
the written trust receipt, that plaintift 
‘consented to regard itself as a creditor 
rather than a cestul que trust, and 
that any trust relationship which 
might have been ereated by the writ. 
ing gave way to that of debtor and 
creditor. As Vice-Chancellor Lewis 
said in the case of Re. Luppe, 108 
W. J. £q. 149, 153 Atl, $42." * 
construing the’ ...... provisions of 
the trust deod, 1 cannot but think that 
there is manifest wisdom in the old 
rule that the law will regard not only 
that which is expressed but also that 
which is done by the parties thom- 
selves in furtherance of thelr agrec- 
ment.” ‘This view is sustained in the 
case of Smith v. American Express 
Company, 152 60. 171, where the facts 
were similar to the ‘instant case but 
‘more favourable to the Express Com- 
any because the written trust receipt 
specifically recited a trust on the 
proceeds. In that ease the Court sald:

L, Ed, 869, 

‘Claimant's petition will be denied 
and it will’be held a common creditor. 


Cheque Clearances 


Jn the third case, that of Mr.,and 
Mrs. W. S. Chambers, Judge Holic 
sald :—

For the sole purpose 
of this hearing counsel for the Liqule 
dator of the bank has stipulated the 
bank was insolvent at the time the 
deposit was recelved and that Its 
fficers Knew it was insolvents “At the 
Close of business’ on May’ 21 the bank 
‘owed the National City Bank $4,090.45 
fand the National City Bank owed the 
American-Oriental Bank $15,720.27, 
‘which ineluded the cheque drawn on 
it and deposited by claimants. -Con- 
sequently It was in order for the Na- 
tional City Bank to transmit to the 
American-Orientat "Bank $10,953.17, 
‘which was the difference in favour 
of the American-Oriental. ‘This sum 

ransmitted by a eredit memo or 
elearing slip to the Bank of China 
which acted as the clearing agent of 
the» American-Oriental, The day's 
clearings resulted in a net credit 
balance of $5,18059 in favour of the 
American-Orlental, ‘This credit int 
favour of the American-Orienial was 
‘earried forward to May 22 and at the 
fend of the clearings on that day the 
credit, balance was $1,682.70. Al the 
fend of the next business day, which 
was the Jast day” the American- 
Oriental did business, the credit 
halance trom the clearings in its 
favour was $5,100.97. However, this 
balance has never been received by 
the Liquidator but way retained as 
an offset by the Bank of China be: 
cause the American-Oriental was in: 
dobted to the Bank of China on cer- 
tain exchange contracts in a totat far 
exeotding the amount of this credit 
balance and other credits. 

Claimants rely on the proposition 
that an Individual who - deposits 
money with an insolvent banke when 
Hts officers know it 1s Insolvent may 
rescind the transaction on the ground 
of fraud and reclaim the deposit oF 
Nis traceable proceeds. "Under. such 
circumstances "a bank becomes a 
‘trustee ex mal oficlo for the benefit 
‘of the depositor. While this is un- 
doubtedly a correct statement of the 
Jaws, the Court is of tha opinion that 
claimants are not entitled to” pre- 
ferential treatment. because they 
cannot trace the proceeds of the 
‘transaction into any fund passing into 
the hands of the Liquidator and con 
sequently the Liquidator holds no 
money on which the trust ean be ime 
pressed, Tho belter authorities hold 
that the depasitor's money must have 
actually augmented ‘the fund in the 
Liquidator's hands before a trust for 
tho benefit of the depositor can ‘be 
fixed on it, ‘The mere use of the de- 
positor's money aa an offset dn re- 
‘ucing “indebtedness owed by it to 
other banks Js not such an enhance- 
‘ment, nor does euch an attenuated 
benefit afford any tangible corpus on 
whieh a trust could be Tn 
the case of Jenning v. United States 
Fidelity: & Guaraity Company, 294 
US, 216, 79 L, Ed, 869, Mr, Ststice 
Cardozo’ speaking for the Supreme 
Court of the United States sald:

Passport Forgery

Possessiow of False Passport.

(Judgment Reserved) 

‘A charge of being in possession of 
fa false passport, which, it is alleged, 
he endeavoured (o have renewed ai 
the “Freneh Consulate-General in 
‘Shanghai, was preferred sigainst Mf. 
Le Grosclaude, in the French Con- 
Sular Court, on Dee. 9, before the, 
President, ‘Mr. Kauffmann. The 
ease was brought by the French 
Municipal Police, and M. d'Auxion 
de Ruffe appeared on behalf of the 
accused, replacing M. Paul Premet, 
who previously had been acting for 
him. ‘The charge, briefly, is that ac- 
‘cused attempted io obiain a renewal 
‘of a passport which had been deliver- 
ed to him under his own name by 
the Seine Prefecture. The name Le 
Grosclaude, it is alleged, had been. 
removed from the passport, and the 
name Terrien de Mfassas inserted in 

place. 

Tn order to obtain the renewal, it: 
fs alleged that accused had. bummed 
the cover of the passport at the spot 
where the name’ had been written, 
‘and that he then moistened the pages. 
In order {0 remove all traces of the 
change. He then Informed a consular 
official that one of the drawers in 
his room had cought fire, and had 
damaged certain of his private papers. 
‘Tho next day, he appeared at the 
Consulate ‘in’ order to obtain a 
Fenewal of his passport. After the 

Heged fraud was discovered, the 
accused ig said to have fed to 
Peking, where he was arrested, 


Reat Wentity Discovered 

At the commencement of the hear 
fing, the aecused refused to disclose 
his'proper name, 

M. Quoniam de Shompre, a con- 
sular oMecer, said the accused came 
to the consulate and described him- 
self as Terrien de Massas. He saw 
the accused several times atterwards, 
‘and only found out his real identity 
by accident. On September 17 last. 
year, witness telephoned to him to 
‘ask ‘atler his, condition, as he had 
been unwell, but Groselaude was out. 
‘The accused telephoned him that 
evening, and, in the course of con- 
versation, said that some of his pri- 
vate papers had been accldentully 
burned, 

‘Tho next day, Groselaude camo to 
the Consulate carrying the alleged 
false passport, and the fraud was dis- 
covered. Witness sent a recelpt to 
the accused for the possport, but the 
next day this was sent back, with a 
letter explaining that, having found 
another means of identifieation, it was 
Useless for tho passport to be re- 
‘newed, and asking for it to be re- 
turned. 

M. J. Beauroy, also of the French 
Consulate, said he reallzed the fraud 
8 soon as the passport was sent to 
him by the previous witness, ‘The 
forgery became more clear when he 
recalled that he knew Grosclaude per- 
sonally. 

‘The sceretary to the accused, Mile. 
Simone Forey, sald that, during the 
year she had been in his service, the 
accused had never changed his name, 
Jor made use of any name other than 
hig own. 

‘Mr. F. Boss, manager of the Palace 
Hotei, sald Grosclaude occupied a 
room’ at the hotel, taken in his real 
ame, and that he had known him 
since 'the Sino-Japanese hostilities of 
1932. 














False Passport In Suitcase 
‘The argument put forward for the 
defence was that Groselaude found 
the false passport in his suitcase, and 
it was handed over to the police of 
Hanei_ In October, 1035, to be ex- 
changed. After his arrival in Shang- 
hai, when he found the 
mysteriously placed in his suitcase, 
Grocluude at first decided to destroy 
Ht. but later made up his mind to 
Keep it, and to use it against those 
who had wished him harm, In order 
to do this, he had to send notification 
to the authorities in Indo-China that 








; [he was in possession of a false pass 
t| port, That was why he went to the 


Frerich Consulate. 

"The accused, on oath, said he had 
not forged the passport, and the 
writing on it was not his. 


‘Accused’s Denied 

Further evidence was heard on 
December «10. Replying to ques- 
tions by “Iho president, the ac- 
cused stated that one of the argu- 


ins | ments of the prosecution was that 


after his passport had been seized. 
he did not attempt to get in touch 





with the requisite authorities to ex- 


hhis passport had been seized. and 
there he was arrested. This ailega- 
tion was false, as on the same even- 
ing that his passport had been seized 
he insisted upon seeing the Consul- 
General. He was away at the time. 
Dut accused was certain that his visit 
would be reported to him, and. he 
waited two days in the hope that he 
would be sent for. I he did not 
try to see him again on the Friday 
or the Saturday morning, it was 
Decause politeness compelled him to 
wait until word was sent that the 
Consul-General would be able to eco 
him. 

‘Actually, replied the president of 
the court,” the Consul-General had 
summoned the accused. If he had 
not’ been summoned earlier, it was 
because it was his duty to make 
enquiries of the Seine Prefecture 
authorities, to find out who hod 
fssued the false passport.  Fotlow- 
Ing on the receipt of information as 
to the allegedly forged passport on the! 
Monday, the police had been ordered 
fo bring him to the Consulate, but 
he had already left for Pelpin, 

Mad Not Escaped 

Tt was true that he had left 
‘Shanghai, sald the accused, but he 
hhad not escaped from the city. He 
‘would have had the time to do that, 
and could have crossed the fronticr 
to Manchoukuo ot fled into Mongolia, 
where the French authorities could 
not have reached him. Instead, 
however. he travelled up to Pelping. 
where he went to visit several 
officiais. Everyone around Shang- 
hhai mew that he was going up to 
Pelping. 

‘The President drew attention to a 
Teller addressed to M. Shompre, a 
consular official. in which accused 
asked him to send on his lelters to 
Singapore. explaining that after Jeav- 
ing Pelping his movements would be 
40 rapid that the only address which 
would be certain to find him was 
at Singapore. It was not possible 
to travel to Singapore without pass- 
ing ‘hrough Shanghai once again. 
sald the accused. Not taking into| 
account the Peiping-Hankow-Canton 
Railway, it wos possible to make. the 
journey ‘via Japan, or by cargo boat 
from Newehwang’ to Manila. 

Continuing his questioning, the! 
President ‘tured to the previous 
history of the accused. ‘The latter 
declared that he could not recall

Licence Condition No, 16, which calls 
for the provision by the licensee. of 


three pullers’ uniform coats ond a 
ralneoat for each riesha and the 
‘wearing of the uniform by the puller, 
has recently engaged the attention of 
the Riesha Board. Early in Septem- 
ber all owners were warned of their 
obligations in this respect, and at the 
same time a standard uniform, coat 
‘anda standard raincoat were placed 
‘on exhibition at the Riesha Inspection 
Depot.

Impressive Ceremony at St. James’s Palace: Oath of 
Allegiance to New Monarch Taken 


CUSTOMARY DECLARATION TO COUNCIL 


London, Dec. 12, 


GPORGE VI was formally proclaimed King of ‘England and 
Emperor of India at a meeting of the Grand Accession 
Couneil at St. James's Palace this morning. 

‘The new King, whose predecessor, Edward VII, left England 
during the night in a destroyer, bound for an undisclosed destina- 
tion, airived at the Palace in the uniform of an Admiral, and 
walked to the crimson-and-gold throne, 

All who attended the ceremony were wearing their robes or 


official uniforms, presenting a colourful scene. 


Everyone, on enter~ 


ing the accession chamber, had been greeted by the Earl Marshal, 


the Duke of Norfolk. 


Nearly all the 300 members of the Privy Council were present, 


among the early arrivals being 
Baldwi 
of London. 


‘The gathering had assembled to 
“Publish and proclaim, with one 
volee, consent of tongue’ and heart| 
that the High and Mighty Prince, 
Albert. Frederick Arthur George, 
has now, by the grace of God, be: 
come our only Lawful and Right- 
ful Liege Lord as King George VI, 
whereto we acknowledge all faith 
and constant obedience, with al! 
hearly and humble affection. 


‘The councillors and the representae 
tives of the Dominions and India then 
took the Oath of Allegiance, and the 
new Privy Counell eame into being. 

‘His Majesty's first act was to make 
the customary declaration of a new 
monareh to his Couneil, and he then 
subseribed to the oath for the recur 
ily of the Church of Scotland, 

‘The proclamation of King Georize 
VI and the swearing of the Oath of 
Allegiance began carly this morning 
in various parts of the Empire and 
continued throughout the day. 

It is claimed that Suva, in iil, 
because of its geographical location, 
was the first place in the Empire to 
hhear the proclamation of Goorge V1's 
Accession, which was read publicly by 
‘an official of the colonial govern- 
ment, 

In many parts of the Empire, Mon- 
day, on whieh day the new King will 
colebrate his lst birthday, has been 
declared a public holiday.

OF. ACKNOWLEDGMENT

‘The Constitutional ‘Amendment 
Bill, introdueed by Mr. Eamon de 
Valera, President of the Irish Free 
States, in the Dail this afternoon, 
was passed by 79 votes to 54, 

‘The Bill provides for the abolition 
of the office of Governor-General 
and the deletion of the King’s name 
from all internal activities of the 
Trish Free State. 5 

Mr. Donal Buckley, Governor- 
General of the Irish Free State, had 
intimated to the British Government 
that they were unable to agree to 
the exact terms of he procedure 
‘adopted by Britain and the Domin- 
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ons for legislation arising out of the 
constitutional crisis, as provided by 
the Statuto of Westminster, 

Mr, Buckley had, therefore, de 
elded to Introduce ‘two Bills dealing

Functions Limited 

‘The measures provide for the 
recognition of the new King, but the 
function which the monareh will 
exerelse henceforth in the Irish Free 
Stale"administration Is to be limited, 

Tk fs declared that, as long as the 
Irlsh Free State is ‘associated with 
‘Australia, Canada, Great Britain, 
New Zosiand, and ‘South Afriea, and 
as Jong as the King is recognized by 
those nations for the purpose of the 
appointment. of diplomatic and con- 
sulay representatives and the con- 
clusion of international agreements, 
the King will so be recognized as 
authorized to sect on behalf of the 
Irish Froe State for lke purposes. 

Virtually, tho Bills mean that the 
King’s name will be removed. from 
all internal government activity, and 
will be retained only respecting 
fnatters affecting the external rela- 
tons of the Irish Free State.

King Edward announced his abdica- 
tion In a message read to the House 
of Commons this afternoon. He is 
Suegeeded by his brother, the Duke 
of York, who becomes the rst King 
‘Albert of this country. 

So. ended. the constitutional _erisis 
whieh ast week plunged the British 
Empire into doubt and suspense. 
King Edward is now free to marry 
Mrs, Ernest Simpson, of America, for 
whose sake he has renounced’ the 
‘Throne, 

‘The relgn of the outgoing King was 
the shortest since thator Queen Jane, 
frand-dnughter of Mary, younger 
Sister of King Henry VIE who was 
ehended in 1554 and who reigned 
for fourteen slays. "He came to the 
throne on the death of his father, 
King George V, on January 20 last. 

‘The King's snessage was read by 
the Speaker, Mr. E. A, Fitzroy, in an 
Almosphere ‘of ‘the ‘utmost tension. 
‘The scene inthe House was 
Hluminated by the mellow light of 
electric Inmps, which had been turned 
fon because the fog ouside blanketed 
‘the daylight 

“My Mind is Made Up" 

Witnessed by King Edward's three 
brothers—the new King, the Duke of 
Gloucester, and the Duke of Kent— 
the message said His Majesty appre- 
lated the appeals which had been 
made to him, but “my mind is made 
up! 

‘Never has the House been so fult 
as it was to-day. All the: benches 
‘were packed when the session was 
‘opened, with the exception of the 
places ‘of Mr, Baldwin, Mr, CR. 
Altice, leader ‘of the Labour ‘Opposl- 
on, and Sir Archibald Sinclair, the 
Liberal leader, who all arrived later, 
‘The Poers, Diplomatic, and Dominion 
galleries were likewise ful, and 
‘many persons were unable to ‘obtain 
admission. 

Fifly questions were asked and 
quielely answered, most of them ine 
audible ainid the exelted hum of 3 
tense audience. Members heard the 
questions istlessly and impatiently. 
restively awaiting “Mr. Baldwin's 
announcement. All were obviously 
conscious of the gravity of the most 
historie parliamentary occasion since 

‘outbreak of the Great War.

“1 deeply appreciate the spirit 
which has aetuated the appeal which 
hhas been made to me to take a diffe 
tent decision, and I have, before reach- 
Ing my final determination, most fully 
pondered over it, but my mind is 
fully made up. "Moreover, further 
delay cannot but be most injurious to 
the peoples whom I have tried 10 
serve as Prince of Wales and as King, 
‘and whose future prosperity and hap: 
ppiness are the constant wish of my 
heart, 

“I take my leave of them in the 
confident hope that the cause which 
T thought i€ right to follow is. that 
which is best for the stability of the 
‘Throne and the Empire and the hap- 
piness of my peoples, I am deeply 
Sensible of the consideration which 
they have always extended to me, 
both before and after ‘my accession 
to the ‘Throne, and which T know 
they will extend in full measure to 
my, successor. 

“E am most anxious that there 
should be no delay in giving effect 
tothe fnstrument’ which I have 
executed, and that all the necessary 
steps should be taken | immediately

Throne.” 

Mr, Baldwin's Address 

After King Edward's message had 
been readin the Commons, Mr. 
Baldwin made a statement. 

“T have to move,” he said, “that His 
Majesty's most gracious message be 
now considered. No graver message 
has ever been received by Parliament, 
and no more dificult—1 may almost 
say repugnant—task has ever been 
Imposed “upon a Prime Minister 
(Cheers) 

"T would ask the House, which 
I know will not be without sympathy 
for me in my position to-day— (re- 
newed sympathetic cheers—to re- 
member that in this last week T have 
hhad but litle time in which to com- 
pose a speech for delivery, so I must 
tell what I have to tell’ truthfully, 
sincerely, and. plainly, with no. al 
tempt to dress up or at adornment. I 
shall have little oF nothing to say in 
the way of comment, or any eritielsm, 
cor praise, or blame. 

“I think my best course is to tel, 
‘so far as I can, what has passed be- 
tween iis Majesty ond myself ond 
what has led up to the present situa- 
tion, 

“T would like to say, at the start, 
that His Majesty, as Prince of Wales, 
honoured me for many years with 
friendship which 1 value. I know he 
would agree with me in saying to you 
‘hat it was not only a friendship be- 
tween man and man, but friendship 
and affection. 1 would like to tell 
the House that, when we said good 
bye on Tuesday night at Fort 
Belvedere, wo both felt, and said to 
each other, that our friendship had so 
far been ‘unimpaired, and that our

Dr. Schacht has Jong been advocat- 
ing the return of Germany's colonies 
as a German step towards world 
{trade recovery and political peace. 

Germany, he declared in his ad- 
ldress to-day, had {00 little room for 
its population, while the need for 
territory, to supply Germany with ray? 
material’ rather than necessary food- 
stuffs, was another consideration, 

A trade agreement alone, he added, 
‘would not ensure that proper security 
‘of Germany's existence could be 
maintained. 

“The distribution of colonial ter= 
rilories is a proper solution for exist- 
jing dimeuities.” 

Answering the suggestions often 
made abrond that, in such cireum- 
stances, Germany Should first reseue 
its own population, Dr. Schacht 
|declared that such Ideas were contrary 
to “most principles of the divided 
jworld” when the earth afforded 
possibilities for nourishing any ad- 
ditional population, and when the 
exploitation of these possibilities was. 
prevented only by political property 
ownerships. 

It was ironical, he continued; that 
Jsuch a proposal’ should have ‘come 
from England—a ‘country with the 
greatest possibilities for expansion.

‘Quarters connected with territorial 
and insular affairs were especially 
Interested in the maine aspects of 
the plan in view of the shipping 
dieuliies oxperienced by the out.

The War Trade Administration, ac- 
cording to the  Woodsing-Swanson 
outline, would facilitate co-operation 
of the Maritime Commission and the 
various government departments, 
with broad authority to control ship- 
ping through the “ocean shipping 
section" of the plan. ‘The Adminis- 
tration would control bunker and 
ship stores by refusing licences to 
‘any vessel not under military con- 
trol entering United States harbours. 
It would also function in “exercising 
control over destinations of vessels 
‘and ship activities generally.”

‘Tho marine war-risk plan is

High Tax Returns Affect 
Position 
Frome Om Own Comesroxsner 


Montreal, Nov. 3, 

‘The Federal Minister of Finance, 
Mr, Charles Dunning, has reported 
substantial Increases ‘in the returns 
from both the Income tax and the 
sales tax during the frst half of the 
fiscal year. It is considered quite 
possible that each of these revenue 
producers may yleld the Dominion 
‘Treasury $100,000,000 by the end of 
the year, which would be a new 
record. 

‘The ‘large increase in the income 
tax yleld Is partly due to a stiffening 
of the provisions of the act in the 
upper brackets, but in the main it 
reflects the better general conditions 
that prevail throughout the country, 
‘The same reasons may be advanced 
for the larger sales tax returns; the 
tax was raised from @ to 8 per cent, 
under the terms of the last budget 
and in additions there has been a 
heariening growth in business. 
volume. 

‘When Mr. Dunning made his budget 
‘speech he forecast a national deficit 
of not less than $100,000,000 for the 
seal year 1936-37. In making this 
forecast he allowed quite generously 
for special expenditures on account 
of relief, including the ald to be 
rendered to the provinces, and also 
fon account of the deflelt from opera- 
tions of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways,

During the day on which the meet- 
ing was to take place a petition was 
drawn up by certain students of the 
local French-Canadian university and 
presented to the police, advising that 
if the meeting were ‘not cancelled 
they would take steps to seo that it 
‘was. And carly in the evening they 
staged a demonstration near the 
auditorium which showed that they 
were looking for trouble. Shortly 
before the meeting was due to begin 
It was cancelled. Efforts were then 
‘made to hold it in a civie auditorium 
in Westmount, a. residential city 
‘within the metropolis, but the stu- 
dents and others paraded through 
the streets to this hall also, 

‘The result was that no large meet- 
ing was hold, although a meeting 
had been held within the walls of 
McGill University in_the afternoon 
without opposition. ‘The only un- 
toward Incident of the evening was 
that a MeGill professor who was nc- 
companying the visitors to the train, 
was set upon by the parading stu: 
dents and kicked, although not 
seriously injured. Later the acting 
mayor of the city publicly backed up 
the action of the police department 
in cancelling, the meeting, and de- 
plored the attitude of McGill Uni- 
versity students and declared that 
he would see that any future meet- 
ings which seemed fo be of a Com- 
munist lavour would also be banned, 
He did not, however, explain why 
‘the police should have submitted to 
mob insistence after a meeting hod 
been formally” 9p; 

‘The “McGill Daily," student paper, 
has commented on these events in 
a manner that expresses fairly well 
the feelings uf those who are true 
lovers of democracy. “In the last 
analysis, the only place where the 
Spanish’ délegates had a hearing in 
the province of Quebec was inthe 
‘MeGill Union. ‘This does not neces- 
sarily mean that McGill students are 
communist or sympathetic towards 
the Spanish Loyalist cause. It does, 
however, mean that we, MeGill stu: 
dents, insist on the freedom of 
speech, the freedom of assombly and 
the freedom of the press.

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INCONSEQUENCES 
By Latnaton 

Now that the crisis in Great 
Britain has been solved, there will 
be a natural disposition to -hark 
back to the recent past with the 
view of ascertaining if possible 
whether the sad tragedy could have 
been avoided had various people 
and institutions behaved differently. 
One of the institutions criticized is 
the British Press with its real or: 
imaginary inhibitions. This criti~ 
cism seldom goes far enough: it 
limits itself usually to pointing out 
the lavishness with which the 
American and—quaintly enough— 
certain Ialian organs regaled their 
readers with all the circumstances 
and many of the fictions developed 
‘out of the friendship for which the 
King has paid so high a price. ‘The 
argument is that if these Incubr 
tions had been widely circulated in 
Great Britain, the temper of the 
popular mind would have been so 
unmistakable that the King would 
not have sadly misjudged it, to| 
his own undoing. Of course, the 
argument proceeds, certain Ameri~ 
can periodicals did reach individuals 
in Great Britain, where they had 
een sent by post and thus avoided 
the bookstalls the proprietors of 
which—in self-protection against 
the effect of a legal decision in a 
libel action—had to tear out the 
informative pages and thus withhold 
Knowledge from the general public. 
American daily papers are sold in 
‘London and were so sold without 
tet or hindrance but they are mainly 
bought by Americans or English 
people with American connections, 
and thus circulated in a limited 
degree, 





‘There can be little criticism of 
American journalism in this matter. 
{ts insistenice on the personal values 
is peculiarly its own. If thereby 
greater scope is given to the les 
responsible section of the press, 
such dangers have thelr compensa~ 
tions—not the least being a frank- 
ness which, if unashamed, is at least 
fearless, It leaves the ‘reader in 
no doubt of the meaning of events; 
it discourages the breeding of a 
nation of ostriches, Yet no-one 
who knows the British Press can 
pretend tlat the same opportunity 

. was open to it, apart altogether 
from the special’ considerations at~ 
tendant on discussion of the King's 
actions.

The British Press can record 
conerete facts. It can make 
‘comment on those facts, It cannot, 
or prefers not to, mingle comment 
with news, except in so far as it 
gives hospitality to the gossip- 
writers whose columns make editors 
spend sleepless nignts streaked by 
phantoms of libel actions. Moreover, 
despite the ghoulish practices of 
some “popular” journals which, in- 
eidentally, come in for much public 
resentment and may before long be 
subject {0 disciplinary treatment by 
Journalists themselves, the British 
Press docs not favour exploitation 
of personalities. ‘To come down to 
the actual facts of the association 
which ended in the great disagree 
‘ment, it is pertinent to ask at what 
stage the public could have been 
earlier apprised of it, Obviously 
the royal holiday on the Dalmatian 
Coast—discreetly recorded bub not 
50 discreetly as to avert lively ques- 
tions on England's beaches where 
fathers and mothers were giving 
their families the periodical seaside 
trlp—marked a deftnite stage in the 
public consciousness. 

Earlier, the British newspaper 
reader who took "The Times” and 
other journals which publish the 
Court Circular would have noted 
the appearance in it of a name with 
surprising frequency. ‘Then, after 
the Dalmatian tour, another entry, 
this time when the Court was at 
Balmoral, may be said to have’ 
caught the eye of the discerning 
reader by reason of its solitary 
prominence. Could the British press, 
—assuming, as it must be assumed, 
that it had knowledge of the gather- 
ing storm—have made comment? 
‘The answer may appear to be 
simple but appeararices are deceit 
ful. Let it be supposed that a 
responsible journal like “The 
Times” decided—as it had done 








many times in its history—that the| 
publication of a delicate hint to the 
Court regarding the effect of the 
revelations in the Circular migit be 

wary. For the personage ditect- 
ly concerned such comment would | 
have had little meaning unless it 
had aroused instant support from 
‘the nation at large. At that junc- 
ture when hope of the success of 
remonstranees from quarters entitled | 
fo convey them had not been 
abandoned, “The Times” might 
haye done nothing more than create 
a sense of indignation against what 
‘would be Fegarded as an unjustified 
aspersion and impertinent rebuke. 

‘The King cannot have been un- 
aware.of the attitude of the Ameri- 
can and other foreign journals. 








Yet Mr. Baldwin has shown 
that the first direct reference 
made tothe affair in the course 


of his relations with the King 
was on October 20, by which 
time it had become common prop- 
erty in the American press. ‘The 
British Press could not be expected 
to have acted in advance of the| 
Prime Minister’s own knowledge. It 
is now clear; too, that the situation 
had developed by the beginning of 
December to a point at which pub- 
licity was certain. ‘The Bishop of 
Bradford's speech—either designed~ 
ly or accidentally—gave merely a 
peg for comment which was 
promplly forthcoming in a remark- 
able unanimity. It had no remedi- 
al effect, for the simple reason— 
again clear in .Mr, Baldwin's, 
tale—that the King’s determina- 
tion, for good or ill, was fixed and 
as irrevocable as the step which he 
took on Friday, ‘That the revela~ 
tion could not conveniently be made 
when the hearing of the divorce 
case at Ipswich was recorded was 
largely due to the technical require 
ments of the law regarding con- 
tempt of court.

But beyond what may be 
culled the simple expression of 
decent human tolerance, high pub- 
lie figures have reason to complain 
that the Press is apt to treat them 
too much as creatures of cardboard 
—all surface and no depth, 


As Princo af Wales the King 












came into the public eye in 
critical how of the Empire's 
destiny. He grew from adolescence 


into manhood almost in a single 
stride and was rapidly involved in 
the legendary technique of the war 
era's propaganda. Not that he 
Jacked either qualities or achieve~ 
‘ment. The qualities in their strength 
were admirable but their weakness, 
held potential perils against which | 
timely criticism might have been 
an effective safeguard. Now, wher: 
his retirement from the scene has 
me, that is frankly admitted, 
‘The Times” plainly and rightly 
ascribes the disaster to the King’s! 
fatal lack of judgment in choosing | 
some of his friends and associates. 
That has been common comment | 
among those who have come into| 
contact cither with him or with 
those in close touch with him, but 
beyond a well-remembered and de- 
licately "phrased remonstance in 
“Truth” some years ago, recollec~ 
tion of any attempt to ‘forniulate| 
public criticism in that regard 
cannot readily be established. Not 
that he lacked worthy friends, many 
of whom rémained faithful to him 
to the end or, indeed, competent 
and single-minded advisers. Un- 
fortunately he seemed to be dogged ! 
by the inability to make the right: 
choice: + j 











Had the force of public opinion | 
keen developed with the full 
consciousness of the value of timely 
and friendly admonition, — 
defect of 








applause came 
when the voice of criticism should 
have been heard. He may per- 
chance have seen himself as 
another Lancelot of whom Tenny- 
son wrote: 


His honour rooted in dishonour

‘And. faith unfaithful kept him 
falsely true 


‘That would be a distortion of the 
circumstances which only crystal 
frankness of judgment could have 
corrected. 





‘Thus, it would scem that in 
assessing the blame to be attached 
to the Press of his Empire, th 
proper course is to impugn the 
courage of its commentators rather| 
than the enterprise of its news- 
gatherers, In’ surrounding the 
Princo of Wales and, afterwards, 
the King, with an aura of un- 
relieved brilliance, the Press served 
him ill, It may easily be believed 
that, ready as he was to disclaim 
virtues which he did not possess, he | 
grew to imagine that this unteal 
reticence was part of the homage 
payable to his position and that he 
could count upon its permanent 
support, however he disposed of | 
what he thought was his private’ 
life, So in the beginning when he 
found such weaknesses as could not 
well be concealed regarbed in the 
‘specious cloak of unconventionality 
or the democratic mind, he did not 
receive the warnipg which might 
have been so saluthry at an earlier 
stage. It will, of course, be con- 
‘ceded that he could count upon the 
guidance of parents, in his younger 
days, and trusted advisers later, 
Nor will it be thought that his 
father was difdent in combining 
counsel with admonition where re~ 
quired. Yet with the glamour of 
the applause-ever in his ears, he 
perhaps felt it impossible 40 give 
those kindly cautions the attention 
they deserved. The man in public’ 
life ever acquires something of the 
actor's art and is only saved from 
| complete self-deception by a strong- 
[ly critical instinet and a sense of 
tumour. So must it have been 
with the man who grew to answer 
to the names of “Prince Charming," | 
the “Empire’s Ambassador,” admir-| 
ably played {0 the cues so long as| 
the curtain was up, but, in default 
of resources available to other men, 
found relief in an atmosphere, far 
removed from conceptions of dis- 
cipline and restraint. Around suca 
a man in the King’s position pur- 
veyors of sinister facilities arc 
bound to.gather, like flies to the 
honey-pot. They did and there 
‘was no outspoken word of public 
rebuke or warning—aill the situa- 
tion had become unmanageable, 
Hearing his statement 
private citizen with its

declaration of allegiance to his 
brother, now King George VI, it 
‘was impossible not to detect the 








a fallacy which this aura of] 
unreality had worked in his mind. 
Although mindful ‘of his duty as: 
King, he seemed to imagine that 
personal woes could be set off 
against that duty. He gave the 
impression of fecling aggrieved 
that his responsibilities stood in the 
way of his personal freedom, for- 
getful of the discipline exacted 
from his subjects in his name and 
from him in his capacity as ruler. 
‘Thus, in the supreme moment of 
the ordeal, he could not perceive 
the impelling ordinance of sacrifice 
which neither King nor subject 
may ignore. 








From bitter experiences lessons 
are learnt, If the organs of public 
eriticism—highly claborate and 
developed as they are under modern | 
conditions—will take the moral of 
this imperial tragedy to heart, they 
will perhaps resolve to eschew the 
extravagance of uncritical praise| 
and endeavour to restore the rule| 
of frankness, clothed as it should be 
in the garment of fairplay lined 
with tolerance. ‘This is not asking 


for a modernization of press reports 
‘or comments, but rather a return 
to the refreshing candour of the 
early Victorian age, when the oc- 
cupant of the Throne knew what it

‘The terminus of the Hangchow- 
Nanchang railway lies on the south 
bank of the Chientang river, the 
bridge that Is to connect it with the 
Shanghai-Hangchow line being still 
in course of construction. ‘The rail- 
way is not bad for a newly opened 
line: it runs fairly well to time, is 
moderately clean, the electric light 
funetions and it has clean and com- 
fortable 2nd class sleepers at an 
extra charge of $3. 

As you slep on to the ferry across 
the Chientang, you leave modern 
China, as exemplified by Hangchow, 
behind you and cross into a China 
little affected by modern progress, 
‘The further west the train runs, the 
wilder and more sparsely populated 
the country becomes and the inevit- 
ble talk about bandits commences. 
For these gentry are still quite active 
in western Chekiang, despite the 
presence there—at the small town 
of Chuhsien—of a high and mighty 
“Bandit Suppression Commissioner of 
the Four Provinees,” no less a por- 
son than Gen. Chang Fa-kuei, once 
famous as the commander of the 
Ironsides Division. The little town 
is simply swarming with troops, 
while the bandits 1 gathered were 
swarming on the hills round about. 

‘The motor-bus service into Fukien

At any 25 years ago, my| 
father, mother and myself made the 
expedition to Chinssu on ponies, and 
We {ook us eight hours. ‘The ' rain 
began halfway and. the ponies sank 
‘up 0 the fetlock in the liquid sea of 
nud’ to whieh the dhisty Toad soon] 
tured. To ease their toll we walked 
half the way, .on the edges of the 
little embankments, and were soon 
covered with mud’ too. The river 
rose and we spent an hour erossing 
it our ponies jibbing at the swollen 
‘eurrent, 

Last month, we drove with Mr. 
Wang easily, with halts, and includ- 
ing the passage over the long bridge, 
ina pleasant 40 minutes, and cculd 
have done it in much less.

Another day we made the 50-mite| 
trip through “the loess. country to 
Sinehow and back, and found the 
same conditions, “except that there| 
was a good dpal more motor lorry 
trafic. “Our car, this time lent by 
‘ur missionary “hosts ond friends, 
‘broke down midway, for it is dim@eult 
to keep the gritty dust out of the 
ehrbureltor; but the Chinese peasants 
‘digging in the flelds came to our help 
ina much more cheerful way than 
with the old carts, and helped push 
‘up and down date.

Uke that, but’ they are noticeable. 
and the girls now mostly walk free; 
50 much so that one ceases to notice 
Ht. "Yen Usi-shan’s crusade largely 
helped this happy ending. 

‘We were next taken by Mr, Wang 
to pay a call on General” Chao, 
governor of the province; General 
‘Yen being Pacificator for the whole. 
Northwest, General Chao is 73, goes 
{to bed at 8 pm. and rises and’ does 
work at 3am. cach day. His omce 
oo, was of the unearpeted and 
austere type, and we could see his 
lean hard "bed beyond the Iat- 
tice, neat and soldier-like. We bowed 
in the old ceremonious Chinese way 
‘over our tes, given us inthe old- 
{fashioned cups with lids. His fingers 
had just let’ fall a short rosary, for 
he is a Buddhist, We again’ dis- 
‘cussed the progress of the province 
in the 25 years. Neither he nor 
Gen, Yen quite understood our de- 
sire’ to see the loess countryside 
‘and Mr, Wang had to explain that we 
had in our own land ‘no caves: 
formations where people lived. Gen. 
Chao first gave us the military salute 
at parting, then recalled our sex and 
‘added a friendly Chinese bow as he 
accompanied us down the steps to 
the gate, 

Generous Hospitality 

‘The returned students of 25 years 
ago, many of them now professors at 
the’ university, gave a tea reception 
and showed us over the university, 
fand next day a dinner party also, 
with those who were in government 
service. One of them spoke the best 
English T ever heard on foreign lips, 
and all of them had kept only happy 
memories of England. Specially they 
remembered a dinner my father gave 
them at the Hotel Cell" when on 
furlough, students as they were: 
then, The Chinese Minister then in 
London had thought the Shansi 
students uncouth in those early days 
and thir English poor and had even 
suggested they all be shipped back 
home; but my father had intervened 
successfully, and also given this piece 
of hospitality, which they never for- 
got.

CHINA’S GREATEST PATRIOTIC MOVE 


That & greater mass of Chinese 
citizens has been swayed by natlonal 
Publicity in the past three months 
than ever before in Chinese history 
is a bellet commonly ‘actd In Central 
China. 

‘The’ Central Government, eapitaliz- 
Ing on the settlement of the South- 
‘west Rebeliion “in September, the 
25th national, birthday October 10, 
then Gen. Chiang Kai-shek’s 50th 
birthday October 29 with Its accom- 
panying drive for gift aeroplanes, 
then the birthday of Dr. Sun Yat- 
gen on November 12 and now the 
“one-day” movement for the defence 
of Sulyuan, has sent wave after wave 
of patriotic publicity sweeping up the 
‘Yangtze Valley to the farthest villages 
of Szechuen, 

‘Though the people's response to 
Borodin, Russian revolutionary direet- 
ing the Kuomintang propaganda in 
the years 1924-27 may have been 
more uniform from rich and poor 
alike, Borodin’s sway never extended 
‘beyond the provinces of Kuangtung, 
‘Klangsi, Hunan, Hupeh and Hon’ 

“One-day Movement” 

Residents of Hankow, scene of the 
baltle of printing presses in 1927, 
have had a back stage view of the 
1996 motivation of public opinion, 
since the triple ports of Hankow, 
Hanyang and Wuchang ‘contain sit 
branches of the Kuomintang, all 
zealously competing for Nanking's ap- 
roval, and filling the daily press with 
reams’ of patriotic plans, An order 
‘comes from the Central Publicity De- 
partment in Nanking to each of the 
Jocal Tangpus, outlining for example 
the the course of action in the ““one- 
day” movement, Here Is what follows 

‘The local Chinese press reported, 
“At a meeting held in the Hankow 
‘Municipal Tangpu it was decided that 
all. the workmen belonging to the 
various factories in Hankow — will 
jeontribute one day's income, to sup- 
port the defence of Suiyuan.” A few 
days later a further report adds that 
factory labourers of Hankow, imbued 
with patriotism and the gravity of 
the national crisis, have despatched 
a sum exceeding $5,000 to the Sul- 
yuan defence committee.” The tele. 
gram was signed, “From 300,000 
Inbourers of Hankow.” 

Recently Mr. Chen Pan-ling, special 
commissioner of the Hankow Muni- 
cipal Tangpu, gave a talk before more 
than 1000 Boy Scouts who were 
going {0 conduct a collection cam: 
aign.” Four days later these Boy 

Scouts remitted more than $4,000 to 
the General Association of Boy 
Scouts, for use in the Sulyuan 
defence. 

Even Criminals Contribute 
Similar notices appeared when the 
Kuomintang offices called together 
school teachers, bankers, the Chamber 
‘of Commerce, mass education groups 
‘and various official groups, each of 
‘which sprang into patriotic action, 
An analysis of the donors of money 
{fo the Sulyuan defence, from rich {0 
Poor, even the criminals awaiting 
rial, will readily suggest how the 
regional Kuomintang offices have 
directed the campaign, ‘This {s not 
criticism; it is merely giving credit 
where credit is due. Certainly the 
iscouraged man who is ordered ty 
ut his chin up and his shoulders 
back, and then begins to feel new 
life in his voins is Fevived, That is 
what the national publicity depart- 
‘ment has seceded in doing. 

‘Some’ sneer at the $870,000 donaicd 
by Gen. Yen Hsi-shan and assert that 
the only genuine response to the “one- 
day" movement is from those whose 
toes are stepped on. Again consider 
the news reports in’ Wuhan, A mis- 
sionary from Central Hunin writes 
that the farmers in his area know 
‘more about the aeroplanes and tanks 
in Sulyuan to-day than these same 
farmers knew (en years ago about the 
Kuomintang armies going north 
through their own province. ‘That Is 
a strong statement considering the 
eflicieney of the Kuomintang pro- 
paganda under Borodin, 

Children's Voluntary Campaign 
‘The Chiutsai Middle School in Wu- 
chong, which undertook the campaign 
for defence funds before the Kuo- 
mintang ofices became active has 
despatched three amounts running 
into hundreds of dollars, all gathered 
from | Wuchang pedestrians. Such 
‘contributions cannot be made because 
‘of compulsion, or even the fear of

‘moment little is heard of Liberia, al- 
though it has been vaguely noted 
that that Negro Republic had fashion 
ably put Into force a three-year 
plan, albelt the President, Mr. Edwin 
Barclay, repudiates any intention 
of Imitating elther Bolshevism or 
Fascism. ‘The League of Nations has 
hhad experience of the difficulties of 
Liberia, which, incidentally, is a 
founder-member of the League and 
has come under severe criticism, The 
foreign powers, ‘not excluding the 
British Government, have not eut an 
altogether satisfactory Mgure in deal- 
ing with Liberia's effort to. prove 
that a Nogro Republic ean make 
good. The rising price of rubber: 
makes this book of special topical 
importance, because sooner or later 
there will be an attempt on the part 
of ollside Interests, to take a hand 
‘again in Liberian affairs. 

‘The authors have taken the pro- 
caution to keep in close touch with, 
the oMcials of the Government. of 
Liberia and the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury gives the book his introduc 
Mion without endorsing everything:
